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Introduction 

I, Title, The title of Ihese books is faiily apprapriate 
adequately sn^estive of Ihe contents, for it is ipparent, on 
the most cursory glance, that we have before us a connected 
account of the greater part of Israel's historj under Ihe 
monarchy. The two books form one whole, and were origin- 
ally undivided. The Septuagint iTansiatois, takiivg the two 
Books of Samuel, which also were originally one, as forming 
with the Books of Kings one continuous history, divided the 
whole into four parts, which they designated the First, 
Second, Third and Fourth Books of the Kingdoms. This 
division was followed by the Vulgate, who substituted Kings 
for Kingdoms; and thus it came about that, in the titles of 
our A. V. , the First Book of Samuel is said lo be ' commonly 
called the First Book of the Kings,' and so on, allhough Ibe 
original distinctive names of Samuel and Kings have 
teitored. 



II. General View of the Boobs. The books do 
sent a complete history of th« kii^s. The first book begiati 
while David is still reigning, and Ihe narrative of the first 
chapters runs on quite in the style of the Books of Samuel,' 
and as a continuation of them. And it was this, no donbt, that

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arities in the literary style and in the mode of treating the 
nuLtertali luid of viewing the subject which make it certain that 
the 'Book of Kings' comes from other hands and belongs to 
another time than the 'Bwik of Samuel.' For example, the 
' Book of Samuel ' ma^es no reference to the Babylonian Exile, 
not even to the schism of the kingdoms, whereas it is evident 
that the writer of the ' Book of Kings ' has the separation of the 
kingdoms in his mind's eye from the beginning, and the nar- 
rative is coQtinued down to the thirty.serenth year of the 
captivity of Jehoiachin. 

The ipiace of time thus covered is about 410 years, and it 
• divides itself naturally into three periods— the time of the un- 
divided monarchy under Solomon, the time of the divided 
kingdom till the &11 of Samaria, and the time of the surviving 
kingdom of Judah till the Captivity by Nebuchadneziar. The 
work itself, however, makes no distinction of these periods, but 
runs on in a continuaas and somewhat stereotyped narrative. 
The separation of the book into two is quite arbitrary, and 
there is no break in the nanative at the end of what is now First 
Kings. 

III. First Period: Solomon's Reiga, This period is 
treated at greater length than any subsequent reign, its record 
occupying eleven chapters. Two of these, however, relate to 
the circumstances that led to Solomon's accession to the throne 

' while bis father David was alive, and the greater part of the 
remaining chapters is taken ap with the account of the building 
of the Temple and of the royal palace. The substance of the 
section may be briefly stated. We are first told how the inlr^e 

ia sfft Adonijah, an eJder brother of Solomon, on the throne was 
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delected and thwarted by Nathan and Bathaheba, and how David, 
from his death-bed, gave orders for the public pioclaroation ofi 
Solomon as king. The yoang king shows his statecraft in re- 
moving those who bad been instrumental to the plot, and gains 
renown by the wisdom he displayed in deciding a difRcult case 
that came before him forjadgment. Then comes a description 
of the Older and officials of the royal household, and of the 
arrangements made for the administration of the country and 
the supply of the king's table. Solomon's fame spread into all 
lands; in particular, Hiram, King of Tyre, who had been a 
friend of David, sent a friendly embassy, and a treaty was en- 
tered into, in terms of which Solomon was lo receive timber 
and materials for his building operations in return for supplies of 
the produce of Palestine. This leads to a particular description 
of the preparations undertaken in Lebanon and at Jerusalem, and 
an account of the constroction of the Temple and the royal 
palace. The buildings were completed after twenty years' labour, 
and formally dedicated. 

In this section of the book there is little evidence of a literary 
plan, but we are made distinctly aware of the intention of the 
lx>ok and the point of view of the writer. That so much space 
is deroted to the description of the Temple, as compared with 
the few particulars relating to the king's palace, is not merely 
owing to the aathor's better acquaintance with the courts and 
furniture of the sacred house than wilh the interior of the royal 
residence, but to the fact that he regarded the erection of the 
■ Temple as of prime importance for the history which he is 
writing. And that this is meant to be a sacred, and not merely 
a secular, history is further evinced by the ^t that, along with - 
the glowing accounts of the grcatueu wA ^wuvt ^ "* ' 
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• in ripiifi—"' hinu of the dingtrs ooctetlpng all the 
mag^ficcDce, and the hxal toideiicy of the intmdaclioii of fore^ 
hxbiU, with insistence on the fact (hat nUional prosperity jns 
coodicioniJ on Bdelity lo the national tcligion. The section 
dotes with a plain intinution that the seeds of cti) som in 
Sotomon's reign vete already genninating, and an enumeration 
of the 'adversaries' who were already raised op to destroy the 
fair &ibnc of the empire of all Israel. 

IV Seccnd Psrio-j : The Two KicerdoiEB. This period, 
of tomewhat more than two cenlmies, from the disniptioa of 
the kingdoDt after the death of Solomon, about B.C. 933 to the 
bl) of Samaria in B.C. 732, is the sabject of the greater part of 
the book, the narrative extending hosa the beginning of 1 Kings 
lii. to the end of 3 Kings xvii. Here the treatment of the 
nuleriali is more systematic, and a literary plan, simple, thoogh 
somewhat artificial , is followed. After describiog, at some tei^th 
and in the style of the foregoing section, the circumstances that 
led lo the breaking away of the ten tribes from Kchoboam, the 
ton of Solomon, and the setting up of an iodepeodent kingdom 
onder Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, the historian condudea his 
narrative of the reign of Jeroboam. He then lakes up the 
account of the reign ofRehoboam in the Southern Kingdom, and 
continues the history of that kingdom so long as Jerobo&m is still 
reigning over the ten tribes. But at the conclusion of the re%D 
that follows Jeroboam's death, he returns to the history of the 
Northern Kingdom, and thus, alternating in a simple and formal 
manner, carries on his nanattve of the fortunes of the two king- 
doms. This, of coarse, involves at times an overlapping ia the 
redtttl) mider the reign, for example, of Asa, King of Judah, 
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mention is madi: of Baasha, King of tsrsel, whose reign can o^ 
be taken up when [he narrative of Ass's reign, which is in hand 
for the moment, b completed. Not only so, but we find occasion- 
ally the lepetition of the same incidents, in klmost identical 
wolds, under two reigns, where tliese incidents concern both 
kingdoms. It is to be observed, however, that the writer Eliive: 
to maintain a synchronisli' in the history ; for when he retains 
altenialely to a new reign in the Northern or Southern Kii^om, 
he mentions that it was in such and snch a year of the reign of a 
king in the sister state that so and so began to reign in the other. 
In the laying out of the paiticulais of the successive reigns there 
is to be observed a recurrence of set phrases which give a cer- 
tain monotony to the narrative but indicate the point of view 
Siota which the history is regarded. Thus, when a. king ascends 
the throne, it is generally stated how old he was at his accession, 
and how many years he reigned. In the case of the kings of 
Jadah the name of the queea-mother is generally also given. 
There is then an estimate of his character in the stereotyped 
expression that 'he did that which was right' or 'did that which 
was evil ' in the eyes of the Lord ; and when the events of the 
reign have been succinctly narrated, the place of the king's burial 
is mentioned, the name of his successor is given, and a reference 
is made (o another written document in which ' the rest of the 
acts' ol the kiog are recorded. 

Notwithstanding the rigidity of framework and the stereotyped 
diction, this part of the book is far from being a mere State 
chroiucle of political events. As in the former section, SO in 
this, the writer regards the whole as a sacred history. These 
brief estimates of the characters of the successive kin^, ai 
paoded frequently by the mentioa of V^^^ ^a;cx& «x<.&.>^<9i£n 
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abo foand, almosl verbiUy, in Ihe Book of l3iis.h, chaps, xxxvi.- 
xizix. The reign of Josiah is also treated at some length, with 
an accoant of the discovery of the Law Book, and the Rcfonca- 
tion thai followed. These reigns, fiili of import in the national 
history, were also nearer to the aulhor's own time, and could 
be treated more fully. Moreover, as Hezekiah and Josiah are 
two of the 'good' kings, we can appreciate the aulhor's sym- 
pathetic enlot^emcnt on the events of their reigns. On the 
other hand, though his narrative of the later reigns and of the 
closing days of the Jewish independence is graphic and impres- 
sive, yet we miss many valuable details which are recorded in 
the hittorieal chapters of the Book of Jeremiah. 

VI. Purpose and Poiat of Viero That the writer had a 
distinct plan and parpose before him and occupied a distinct 
point of view we have already seen. And what the plan and 
point of view were he makes quite evident, both in the brief 
notes introducing or summing up the various reigns, and in the 
longer reviews of periods and the detailed narratives of a pro- 
phetical character which are woven into the history. Standing at 
the close of Israel's national independence, he will describe the 
whole course of history from the bloom-period of Solomon to the 
collapse of the State under the pressure of the Babylonian Empire ; 
and having noted the influences, human and Divine, which had 
been at work, he will exhibit for the instruction of his readers 
the causes of the varying fortunes of his people. Particularly, 
he will point out wherein consists the secret of a nation's trae 
prosperity, and whereby a. nation falls into decay. Hence the 
alternation of the recital of such statistical and public evei^t^-u. 
were accessible to him with Ibe oVRtna^iOTA ■a.-^t* -toKra. <*- "^ 
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didjKtic and practical charactei, and the fuller iccousts of pro- 
phetical activity which aie, in his view, oecessaiy to a complete 
representation of the history. The main part of the Book of 
Judges is constructed on the same plan, and is written from the 
same point of view. There also the stories of the successive 
judges are enclosed in similar frameworks, designed to empha- 
sise the causes of decline and rise in the nation's fortunes, and 
turning what might otherwise be read as a series of adventurous 
exploits of isolated heroes into a, connected course of sacred 

The author himself gives us what we may call his philosophy 
of the history in his review of the causes that brought about the 
downfall of the Northern Kingdom (z Kings xvii. 7-23). In that 
passage he recapitulates the whole history of Israel from the 
time when God brought them up out of the land of Egypt, and 
declares Iheit sin to have been that they ' walked in the statutes 
cf the heathen,' building high places and setting up pillars and 
idol blocks 'in every high htU and under every green tree,' to 
which they burned incense as did the heathen before them, thus 
pmvoking the Lord to anger, till He removed them out of His 
sight. And this, Coo, had been done in spite of the warnings of 
prophets and seers, who bad never ceased to testify against 
Israel, saying, ■ Turn ye from your evil ways, and keep my com- 
mandments and my statutes, according to all the law which I 
commanded your fathers, and which I sent to you by my ser- 
vants the prophets.' The same fundamental principles are 
stated in more positive terms elsewhere. Thus, at the very 
opening of the history, the key-note of the whole is struck in 
David's parting charge to Solomon : ' Be thou strong therefore, 
KOd shew thyself a man ; and keep the charge of the Lord thy 



God, to walk in his vays, to keep bis slatutct. and hil com- 
mandments, and his judgments, and hij tesHmoniet, as Jt is 
written in the law of Moies, that Ihou mayest prosper in all that 
thou doest, and whithersoever thou tamest thyself: that the 
Lord may concinae his word n-hich he spake conceroing we. 
saying. If thy children take heed to their way, to walk before 
me in truth with all their heart and with all their loul, there 
shall not fail thee [said he) a man on the throne of Israel ' 
(I Kings ii. 2-4). So also, on the occasion of Solomon's GrM 
rision at Gibeon {i Kings Hi, 14), and of his second vision, 
after the completion of the boilding of Temple and palace 
(t Kings ii. t-9], the principle is stated almost in the same 
terms, with the addition, in the last passage, of the warning : 
' If ye shall at all torn from following me, ye or your children, 
and wilt not keep my commandmenls and my statutes which 
I have set before you, bot go and serve other gods and wonhip 
them : then will I cut off Israel out uf the land which I have 
given them ; and this house which I have hallowed for my name 
wilt I cast out of Riy sight ; and Israel shall be a proverb and a 
byword among all people.' 

From such a point of view the whole history is regarded. We 
can understand now how it is that the kings of the Notthem 
Kingdom, without eicepl ion, are condemned as doing that which 
is evil in the eyes of the Lord. They were successors of ' Jero- 
boam, the son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin.' The breaking 
away of the ten tribes was a departure from the promise whldi 
was given to the house of David ; and the seltii^ up of the 
golden calves was conformity to the worship of the heathen. 
So in regard to the kings of Judah, those on whom an. na(&.-<<w».- 
able sentence is passed are tepTobU.e& tt« ft* "■vqSi<A-)K»'*- *" 
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ce of Ebe same heathen obsecvimces ; and even in regaid 
totheltings who receive lavooniblc mention, a leservation is occa- 
sionally made in such woids as these : ' Nevcrlhcless the high 
places wece not taken away, for tbe people olfcred and biunt 
iocenseyet in the high places' (r Kings xxJi. 43). 

The three great principles, therefoie, on which the author 
proceeds are, that a special choice had been made of David and 
his honse, that whole-hearted devotion lo the national God 
(without swerving into heathen ways) was the condition of 
oatioaal prosperity, and that the worship at local shrines, the 
so-called ' high places,' was iocoosistent with the pure Mosaic 
worship. The first of these principles bad already been laid 
down in Samuel's time, it is taken for granted in this book, and 
it became, in later prophecy, the basis of the Messianic hope. 
Tbe second may be called the underlying principle of all pro- 
phecy ; and the third, though slow lo be recognised, as even 
the examples of the 'good' kings show, comes into pro- 
mincDce in the reforms carried out by Hezekiah, and finally 
triumphed, for a time at least, in the more thorough reform of 
Josiab's days. The Law Book discovered in that king's reign 
catainly included the Book of Deuteronomy at least, which lays 
particular stress on the sole legitimacy of the central sane- 
cuBiy ; and whatever opinion may be held as to the lime at 
which the Book of Deuteronomy was written, it is quite correct 
to say that the author of the Book of Kings, both in his 
phraseology and in the point of view he occupies in the writing 
of the history, is strongly influenced by Deuteronomic ideas. 

VU- Date of Composition and Authorship, The Book of 
Kings bean on the face of it that it is a compilation of materials. 
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of the nature of which we s!ia!] have to speak presently, 
woik caveiing so long a period could be nothing else. The 
question now lo be considered is — At what lime the materials, 
relating to different times, and not all coming within the per- 
sonal cognisance of the writer, were brought together lo form 
the connected work before us 7 

The latest date mentioned in the book, as has been already 
stated, is the thirty-seventh year of the captiviiy of Jehoiachin, 
or, say, the year B.C. j63. That was about twenty-four years 
later than the final deportation and the downfall of Jerusalem, 
andabout twenty-fonr years before the Edict of Cyrus permitting 
the retorn of the Jews to Iheir own land. And as there is no 
mention of the letura, nor indication of the close of the Exile, 
we may conclude that the last touch was given to the book in 
the Captivity. The question is whether the whole work received 
shape at this late date, or whether the late writer was merely 
an editor who brought op to dale a work which bad been 
written at an earlier period. 

On the one hand, we lind not only the closing notice of the 
release of Jehoiachin from prison, but brief intima 
expressions here and there which may be taken as implying 
time of the Exile. Thus, under the re^ of Solomon, we 
that he 'reigned over all the kingdoms from the river' {i.e. 
Euphrates) 'unto the land of the Philistines,' that 'he 
dominion over all the region on this side the river, from 
Tiphsah even unto Anab ' {! Kir;gs iv. ar, 24), The expres- 
sion here used in the A.V. 'on this side the river' must be 
rendered ' beyond the river,' and the context shows that the 
writer is estimating the limits /ram the Euphrates westwards, 
and 10, presumably, his own standpoint is on the east of the 
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TiTer, vk., in the land of Eiile. The passage, however, froa 
T. zo to V. 35, has the appearance of an insertion ; am 
the same remark applies to another couple of verses in whici 
the captivity of Judah seem; to be implied u an accomplisbel 
fact. They occur in the chapter already referred to, in whid 
the writer enlaiges npon the canaes that led to the downfall 
the Northern Kingdom (3 Kings nvii.). Afiet saying that 'then 
was none left bat the tribe of Judah only,' the narratire nuu 
'Also Judah kept not the commandments of the I<ord thd, 
God, but walked in the statutes of Israel which they made, 
And the Lord rejected all the seed of Israel, and afHicted them, 
and deliTcred them into the hand of s)niicrs, until he had 
cast them out of his sight' {vt. iS-so). But this being said, 
the writer returns to the history and fate of the Northern King 
dom. Other passages that ha»e been taken by some writers ai 
proving an Exilian date cannot be relied on as eslablishir^ 
that inference, for they are such as are frequently found in the 
prophets who threaten Judah with the extremity of Divine 
displeasure long before the lime of the Exile. See. for example, 
I Kings ix. 7-9, xi. 39; z Kings xs. 17, 18, xxi. ii-rj, ixii. 
15-20. xxiii. 26, 27. 

On the other hand, there is a note of time, expressed in the 
words ■ unto this day,' which recurs pretty frequently in the 
narrative ; and, although in not a few cases it is employed in 
SBch a general way that we cannot deduce from it any con- 
clusion as to date, in several other cases it is used Id connections 
which conclusively imply a fze-Exilian date. For example, 
in the account of the dedication of the Temple, after saying that 
the staves for bearing the Ark were drawn out till the ends were 
seen in the Holy Place, the narrative continues, 'and there they 
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are unto this day' {I Kings viii. S), a statement which coold 
only apply so long as the Temple was standing. Again, in 
regard to the descendants of the old Canaanile inhabitants of 
the country, it is said that Solomon laid upon Ihero a service of 
taskwork 'unio this day,' implying a time befote national 
independence came to an end (t Kings ix. 3t). We even read 
in one place, ' So Israel rebelled i^inst the house of David 
unto this day' (l Kings lii. lo), apparently implying the co- 
exbtence of both kingdoms, and certainly implying the survival 
of the 'house of David.' So also ' Edom revolted from under 
the hand of Judah unto this day' (2 Kings viii. 23), And, to 
mention only one other passive, in the description of the fate 
of the Northern Kingdom, we are told that the mixed people 
who were settled in the territory formerly occupied by the ten 
tribes, ' unto this day do after the former manners ' — a description 
which, no doubt, would be applicable after the Exile, althoogh 
the terms would be more suitable if coming from one living 
near to the locality and observant of the events. 

On the whole, therefore, it is most probable that, though the 
book received an editorial addition at the end, and a few 
explanatory insertions after the Exile, yet it was composed 
subslanlially as it tics before us while the kingdom of Judah 
was still in existence, though not long before its extinction. If 
the account of the closing reigns and the capture of the city 
formed part of the original work, it would date from about the 
same lime as the earlier portion of the Book of Jeremiali. tt is 
remarkable that there is no meotion of that prophet in the Book 
of Kings, although his life falls just at this time, and his book 
gives many details, not found here, as to the last scenes in the 
hislorr of national independence, Sotoft W-te. Wi^ystf^ '**™' 
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Jeremiah himself was ihe author of out book, but theie is no 
evidence in support of this view; unless we take ns evidence 
the resemblance in lone and style between his addresses and the 
homilelical framework of Kings. This much is plain, ullhoagh 
we may not he able to identify the author, that be wns a man of 
kindred prophetic sprit with Jeremiah, and we cannot doubt 
that the prophet was surronnded by not a few such sympathetic 
persons. The case of Barucb, the amanuensis of the prophet, 
is enongh to indicate that tbeie was no lack of literary power 
at that time adequate to the production of a history like that of 
this book, 

Viil. Materials Employed. The Book of Kii^s has a. 
peculiarity, not found in any book preceding it in ihe Canon, in 
that it makes constant reference to other written sources from 
which, presumably, certain of its materials were extracted. In 
earlier books, indeed, we are told of 'The Book of Jashar,' and 
■The Book of the Wars of the Lord' (Josh. x. 13; a Sam. i. iS: 
Numb. xxi. 14), in which were contained old poetical pieces, 
some of which have been incorporated into the texts of these 
books ; but the sources here referred to seem to have been of a 
more systematic historical character. Thus, at the conclusion 
of the reign of Solomon, it is said, ' And the rest of the acts of 
Solomon and all that he did, and his wisdom, are they not 
writtenin the Book of the Acts of Solomon?' (1 Kings iri, 41); 
and so, in regard to other kings, there are no less than seventeen 
references to 'The Book of the Chronicles of Ihe Kings of Israel ' 
for information as to the reigns of the Northern Kingdom, and 
fourteen references to 'The Book of the Chronicles of the Kings 
ofjudah' for the kingdom of the South. We are thus made aware 
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that there were accessible to the compiler of thia book, and well> 1 
known in hU 6ay, certain connected Bccounts relating tn the 
doings of the kings in the two kingdoms ; and from bis manner 
in speaking tif the reii of the acts, wc are at liberty to conclude 
that he haa, in the accounts he ha£ given us, drawn, partly at 
least, from these documents. The question is, What was the 
nature of these documents? In the case of Solomon, the work 
is called simply the 'Book of Aflairs,' or Book of Thingi, In 
the other cases the expression rendered Chrankks is ' aflaits, or 
things of the days,' joumaLs in fact ; and if we may judge from 
the way they are spoken of^ and the extracts made from thero, 
we should conclude that they were a species of Stale annals, 
recording public and oHicial events or transactions. They do 
not seem to have been of the nature of popular or social history, 
since (hey are always called Chronicles of the Kings, and when- 
ever the author enters into particulars, it is such things as the 
wars which they wsged, the might they showed, the cities they 
built, and so forth, that he specifies. 

Now, among Ibc officials of at least four of the Judxan kings, 
in regard to whose households fuller details are given, viz., 
David, Solomon, Heiekiab and Josiah, we find a ' Recorder ' or 
Remembrancer ; and it is not unruluial to assume that the 
function of such an oflicial would be to take note of official acts, 
to place on record outstanding political events, to comfnle 
statistical lists, and such like, during the king's reign. Though 
not mentioned under other reigns, probably the office was a. 
standing one, as all the kings kept up a similar state with a 
similar royal household ; and as the office was as old as David's 
time, the schismatic Northern Kingdom would be moulded after 
iG State fashion. If this w

From such annals, then, or, as some suppose, from annalislic 
histories based upon 'hem, for on such a subject we are left to 
„_i-rture the author of our work drew materials for the poli- 
TTLd. public events recorded in this book. To a different 
category belong, for example, the chapters relating to the 
doiMS of Elijah and Elisha, and what may be called the pro. 
Dhctical pieces. The matters dealt with in those passages could 
not of course, have fallen under the personal ci^nisance of the 
author of this book, nor would they have found a place in Sute 
LmaU. At the same time, they we written tn a d^erent style 
from that of the framework in which our author encloses the 
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details of the difTecent reigns, although in spirit uid point of 
view they sue sllied. Our aatbor is a man of prophetic sym- 
pathies, and we can perceive the keen lest with which be 
intiodaeea these prophetic episodes. We may be safe in infer- 
ring that there were, at the time this Book of Kings was 
written, sloiy'hooks of a somewhat popular character relating 
the sayings and doings of the more distii^uiahed of the prophet*, 
and that from such sources our author drew his materials under 
this head. But no hint is given here of the authorship of such 
productions, and it is possible that they had Do authorship in 
the strict sense of the term. They may be the written deport 
of what were at Grst oral recitals, repeated in similar substance 
and variant phraseology in those so-called 'schools of the pro- 
phets,' or prophetic societies, of which we hear not a little in 
this hook. If we knew more of what went on in these circles 
we might be able to explain a good deal that is now obscure as 
to the origin and preservation of ancient writing^ In those times. 
The manner in which the Book of Jeremiah was produced, as 
related in the thirty-sixth chapter of that book, is instructive in 
this regard ; and in the Book of Chronicles we hear occasionally 
of a work of this or that prophet called his ' Story,' or in the 
margin of our Version, 'Commentary,' but in the original 
SSidraih, i.t., very probably an address or addresses of a homi- 
lelical character. Some of the narratives contained in our book 
partake of this character, and they may be the written form 
which was assumed by the addresses or discourses held in these 
prophetic gatherings. The suggealion is worth considerir^g 
whether a good many of the variations and presumed interpola- 
tions found in many of the O.T. hooks, which c ' ' 
posed to regard as later additions, are not as old m the ti 
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IX, Chronoiogical System. From the fact that 
ICinga gives a. few positive dales for leading events, and is -^"* 
lystematio in stating the years of accession and dntnioa of t;]^'^ 
re^iu of Ihc succGEsive kings, it is plain that the author hai^ ^ 
chronoli^ical scheme within which his mateiisJs were ai 
On closer examination, however, it appears that his figi 

t strictly consistent among themselves, and certain of the 
dates do not agree with conclusions derived from odier quaiteis. 
In other words, we must conclude that the chronological scheme 

only apprciimately and not strictly precise. The Book of 
Judges presents here also a, striking comparison, in which the 
abrogate of the numbers given aiidcr each judge does ni 
respond with the whole period as stated in other places. Both 
in the Book of Juices and here we can see a manifest tendencp 
to reckon by forties, indicating that the ronnd number was given 
when it was only approximately applicable. We have a striking 
eiample of this free use of numbers id 2 Sam. v. 4, 5, where it 
is first Slated that David reigned forty years, and then that he 
reigned seven year* and six months over Judah and thirty-three I 
years over all Israel. 

It would appear that, according to the chronology observed J 
in this book, the whole history of Israel, from the Exodus till I 
the close of the Babylonian Exile, fell into two great cycles 
4S0 years each, or twelve times fotly. The lirst of these greati 
periods extended to the beginning of the building of t' 
Temple, and this is given as a leading dale in I Kings v' 
l^a/ess, bowevei, we sre to regard this as merely a re 
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approiamation based cm the convenient reckoning by forties, It 
is difficult to reconcile the date with computations of the details 
and with statements of othei books. For, lirst of all, the Sep- 
tuagint Version in this verse gives the number as 440, and 
JosephuB makes it 590. Then, if we sum up the various num- 
bers given in the Book of Jndges, and add to them the figures 
necessary to complete the time from the Eiodus to the fourth 
year of Solomon, we obtain a total of 498 years, which is per- 
haps the nearest approximation to the date given in our book. 
It is to be observed, however, that this does not agree with the 
statement put in the mouth of Jephlhah (Judges xi. 26) that the 
Israelites had possessed the territory beyond Jordan for 300 
years ; but this may be simply a general estimate of the period. 
Again, in Acts riii. 20, St Paul, according to the received leit, 
gives 450 years as intervening between the division of the land 
under Joshua and the time of Samuel ; and If we add here 
again the necessary numbers for the remaining space, we get a 
total of 554 years. It is right, however, to observe that the 
R.V., following the best teilual authorities, transfers the clause 
to the preceding verse, thus shifting the basis of compulation. 
But even then we are left without means for checking the date 
given in the Book of Kings. 

The perplexity of the chronology increases when we come to 
details of the several reigns. For example, the book gives the 
synchronism of the two kingdoms, as we have seen. Yet if we 
odd up the numbers given in detail, from the disruption of the 
kingdoms to the extinction of the northern line, we obtain a 
total of 242 years for the kingdom of Israel, while the total for 
the kingdom of Judah up to the same point ia 259, Or ai

Ji f 
evident that there is not precise accuracy either in the synchnir^ 
isms or in the statements as to the duration of the reigns. Al^,^^ 
it seems, on the whole, probable that parts of years were nvnr 
reclconed, and also that, in the synchronisms, the li^t year of one 
reign was sametiroes counted as the first of anothec. We miut, 
in short, be content to take the numbers as approximate, aod 
not shut our eyes to the evident parlialily for what was appar- 
ently a Hebrew habit of reckoning by forties. Towards a 
moie precise determination of the cbronoli^y of the period 
of the kings we derive valuable data from the Assyrian 
monnments, especially when events thereon recorded are 
associated with astronomical phenomena whose dates can be 



X. General Review. During the four centuries covered by 
the Book of Kings the people of Israel lived the greatest part of 
their consolidated national life as an independent state, from the 
time when David left the warlike tribes welded into a powerful 
empire till the two kingdoms into which it became divided 
were swept away, and Palestine became a province of the 
great Eastern Empire. Within this period the house of David, 
one unbroken dynasty, had a series of twenty kings from 
Solomon ; while in the Northern Kingdom, whiie it subsisted, 
there was the same number of kings, but a succession of nine 
different families oc dynasties. Of »ome of the kings we are 
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told little oi nothing, on other reigns the author dwells at 
greater length. But, when a.11 is said, it is comparatively little 
that we Are told of the political movements and social conditions 
which, in our ordinary estimation, make up the great part of 
national life. We have, indeed, hints which only whet our 
curiosity to know more about the political relations with snr- 
rounding states, about the growth of coiiimeTce and the activi- 
ties of industry. But after the time of Solomon we heat little 
of wealth or magoificEnce in the kingdom of Judah ; and, 
although the ce^s of Ahab and Jeroboam II. in Israel must 
have been times of no little splendour, onr author has little heart 
to dwell on these things, or to esteem them as of account. 
Though he goes through reign after reign pultiag down faith- 
fully [he leading events as they appear to him, it is evident 
throughout that he considers the principal business of Israel to 
be — religion. One might be tempted to pronounce his view 
narrow and his recital monotonous. Yet, if it is the part of a 
writer of history to penetrate to the roots of a nation's life, and 
to trace the nation's cootribntian to the general good of the 
world, he is a true historian. Israel made no great conquests, 
built up no world empire, has left no great monuments or works 
of art, and, when national independence was gone, Palestine was 
no belter than any of the other lands that fell under the hand of 
the conqueror. Vet the history of the world has been power- 
fuiiy cootrallcd by the religion of IsraeL During these foot 
centuries there was a succession of those prophetic men, under 
the influence of whose spirit our author wrote, statesmen 
without ofhce at the courts, leaders appointed by no popular 
party, patriots unrequited, yet feared and honoured above kings. 
Joining hands over the centuries, ptocluoux^ii, ^^>*- ■sfps«<>$>»S" 
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on which the nation was constituted, they bequeathed to 
posterity those writings which perpetuated their tcsching, and 
moulded into compactness a nation which, at a later time, 
chastened by exile and made conscious of its high calling, was 
again scattered over the face of the earth, bearing living 
witness to the trust committed to it, and sowing the seeds of 
a truth which has sprung up into a harvest of blessing to the 
whole worid.

And when 1 rose in the (l^iiJemaf 
morning to give my child suck, behold, it was dead : Solomon 
but when I had coDsidered it in the morning, behold, 
't was not my son, which I did bear. i 

Aad the other woman said, Nay ; but the living u 
Dy son, and the dead h thy son. And this said. 
No; but the dead it thy son, and the living it my 
oa. Thus they spake before the king. 

Then said the king. The one saith. This ii my » 
on that liveth, and thy son is the dead : and the 
other saith. Nay ; but thy son is the dead, and my 
SOD ii the living. And the king said. Bring me a 
aword. And they brought a sword before the king. 
And the king said, Divide the living child in two, ig 
and give half to the one, and half to the other. 

Then apake the woman whose the living child ivoj 
Unto the king, for her Ixiwela yearned upon her ion, 
and she said, O my lord, give her the living child, 
and in no wise slay iL But the other said. Let it be h 
neither mine nor thine, bul divide il. Then the king 
answered and said. Give her the living child, and in 
no wise slay it : she ii the mother thereof. 

And all Israel heard of the judgment which the 
king had judged ; and they feared the king : for they 19 
saw that the wisdom of Cod luai in him, to do 
judgment. 

* So king Solomon was king over all Israel. And 
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Solomon' t these wert the princee which he had ; Azariah Che 
(^'r/ aon of Zadok the prictt, Hlihorepb anil Ahiah, the 
sons of Shieha, scribes; Jehoshaphat the ton of 
Ahilud, ihe recorder. And Benaiah the son of 
5 Jehoiada loai over the host : and Zadok and 
Abiathar inert the priests : and Azariah the son of 
Nathan vias oTct the officers : and Zabud the son of 
Nathan teas principal officer, and the king's friend : 
and Ahishar -was orer the household : and Adoniram 

10 the son of Abda ivas over the tribute. 

And Solomon had twelve officers over all Israel, 
which provided victuals for the king and his house- 
hold : each man his month in a year made provision. 
And these are their names: The son of Hur, in 

IS mount Ephraim : the son of Dekar, in Makaz, and 
in Shaalbim, and Beth-shemesh, and Elon-beth- 
hanan : the KOn of Hesed, in Aruboth ; to him 
fcTtained Sochoh, and all the land of Hepher : the 
son of Abinadab, in all the region of Dor ; which 

ichad Taphath the daughter of Solomon to wife: 
Baana the son of Ahilud i to him ptrlained Taanach 
and Megiddo, and all Beth-shean, which is by 
Zaftaaah beneath Jezreel, from Beth-ahean to Abel- 
meholah, eixn unto tki place that ii beyond Jokneam : 

'i the son of Geber, in Ramoth-gilead ; to him fer- 
talngd the towns of Jair the son of Manasaeh, which 
are in Gilead ; to him alto pertained the region of 
Argob, which ii in Bashan, threescore great cities 
with walls and brasen bars: Ahinadab the son of 
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Iddo had Mahanaim : Ahimaaz -wa! in Naphuli ; he Solomon't 
also took Baamach the daughter of Solomon to wife : Daily 
Baanah the son of Hushai ti/ai in Asher and in Proviiion 
Aioth : Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, in Issachar : 
Shimei the son of Elah, in Benjamin: Geber the s 
son of Uri -war in the country of Gilead, in the 
country of Sihon king of the Amorites, and of Og 
king of Bashan ; and he uias the only oiHcer which 
viai in the land. 

Judah and Israel aire many, as the sand which w « 
by the sea in tnullitude, eating and drinking, and 
making merry. And Solomon reigned over all 
kingdoms from the river unto the land of the 
Phiiistinee, and unto the border of Egypt: they 
brought preEcnti, and served Solomon all the days of <s 
bis life. 

And Solomon's provision for one day was thirty 
measuresof fine Hour, and threescore measures of meal, 
ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen out of the pastures, 
and an hundred sheep, bcEide harts, attd roebucks, and « 
fallowdeer, and fatted fowl. For he had dominion 
over all ihengion on this side the river, from Tiphsah 
even to Azzah, over all the kings on this side the 
river : and he bed peace on all sides round about 
him. And Judah and Israel dwelt safely, every man is 
under his vine and under his fig tree, from Dan even 
to Beer-sheba, all the days of Solomon. And 
Solomon had forty thousand stalls of horses for his 
chariots, and twelve thousand horsemen. And those 
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Solomon't officers provided victual (or king Solomoo, and for 

Fame M that came unto king Solomon's tabic, every man 

among them his month : they lacked nothing. Barley also and 

Naliaru straw for the horses and dromedaries brought they 

5 unto the place where the officeri were, every man 

according to his charge. 

And God gave Solomon wisdom and underetaodiDg 
exceeding much, and largenesB of heart, even as the 
Baud that U on the sea shore. And Solomon'i 
10 wisdom excelled the wisdom of all the children of 
the east country, and all the wisdom of Egypt. For 
he was wiser than all men ; than Hthan the Ezrahite, 
and Heman, and Chalcol, and Darda, the 80D« of 
Mahoi : and his fame was in all nations round about. 
's And he spake three thousand proverbs : and his soDgi 
were a thouEand and live. And he spake of trees, 
from the cedar tree that u in Lebanon even unto the 
hyssop that springeth out of the wall: he spake alto 
of beasts, and of fowl, and of creeping things, and 
B of lishes. And there came of all people to hear the 
wisdom of Solomon, from all kings of the earth, which 
had heard of his wisdom. 



■ And Hiram king of Tyre sent his servants unto 

Solomon ; for he had heard chat they had anointed 

"5 him king in the room of his father : for Hiram was 

^ver a lover of David. 

And Solomon sent to Hiram, saying, Thou 
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knowest how thai David my father could not build Hit 
aa house unto the name of the Lord his God for the Sole 
wars which were about him on every side, until the 
LoKD put them under the Boles of bis feet. But now 
the LoKS my God hath given me rest on every side, ; 
to that there it neither adver&ary nor evil otrcurrent. 
And, behold, I purpose to build an bouse unto the 
name of the Lord my God, as the Lord spake unto 
David my father, saying. Thy son, whom I will set 
npon thy throne in thy room, he shall build an house lu 
unto my name. Now therefore command thou that 
they hew me cedai trees out of Lebanon ; and my 
servants shall be with thy servants : and unto thee 
will I give hire for thy servants according to all that 
thou shalt appoint; for thou knowest that there ii not ij 
among us any that can skill to bcw timber like unto 
the Sidonians. 

And it came to pass, when Hiram heard the words 
of Solomon, that he rejoiced greatly, and said. 
Blessed he the Lord this day, which hath given unto » 
David a wise son over this great people. 

And Hiram seat to Solomon, saying, I have con- 
sidered the things which thou sentest to me for : and 
I will do all thy desire concerning timber of cedar, 
and concerning timber of fir. My servants shall >s 
bring them down from Lebanon unto the sea : and I 
will convey them by sea in floats unto the place that 
thou shah appoint me, and will cause them to be dis- 
charged there, and thou shah receive thtm : iu^\!c<.>;s^ 
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in giving food tor my 

So Hiram gav« Solomon cedar trees and fir trees

And the house which king Solomon built for the 5 h 

Lord, the length thereof ivat threescore cubits, and ^H 

the breadth thereof twenty a^ili, and the height ^H 

thereof thirty cubits. And the porch before the ^| 
temple of the house, twenty cubits teat the length 
thereof, according to the breadth of the house ; and lo 
ten cubits wat the breadth thereof before the house. 

And for the house he made windows of narrow ^^ 

lights. And against the wall of the house he built ^H 

chambers round about, against the walls of the house ^H 

round about, both of the temple and of the oracle : ij ^H 

and he made chambers round about : the nethermost ^H 

chamber tens five cubits broad, and the middle toiu ^H 

■ix cubits broad, and the third Keat serea cubits ^H 

broad : for without In ihi wall of the house he made ^H 

narrowed rests round about, that the beants should « ^H 

DOt be fastened in the walls of the house, ^H 

And the house, when it was in building, was built ^^| 

of stone made ready before it was brought thither: ^H 

so that there was neither hammer nor axe nor any ^H 

tool of iron heard in the house, while it was tn i; ^H 

building. ^H 

The door for the middle chamber van) in the ^H 

' right side of the house : and they went up with ^H 

winding stairs into the middle chamber, and out of the ^H 
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length, and twenty cubits in breadth, and twenty TifTempk 
culnts in the height thereof: and he overlaid it with eon^lctid 
pure gold ; and so covered the altar vihich 'otat of 
cedar. 

So Solomon overlaid the house within with pure s 
gold: and he made a partition by the chains of gold 
before the oracle ; and he overlaid it with gold. 
And the whole house he overlaid with gold, until he 
had finished all the house : also the whole alur that 
Vfa) by the oracle he overlaid with gold. lo 

And within the oracle he made two cherabims of 
olive tree, each ten cubits high. And five cubits luas 
the one wing of the cherub, and five cututs the other 
wing of the cherub : from the uttermost part of the 
one wing unto the uttermost part of the other were ij 
ten cubits. And the oiber cherub mat ten cubits; 
both the chenibima wire of one measure and one 
size. The height of the one chenib wat ten cubits, 
and so viiat it of the other cherub. And he set the 
chetabims within the inner houae : and they stretched » 
forth the wings of the cherubima, so that the wing of 
the one touched the one wall, and the wing of the 
other cherub touched the other wall ; and their wings 
touched one another in the midst of the house. And 
he overlaid the cherubims with gold. ij 

And be carved all the walls of the house round 
about with carved figures of cherubims and palm trees 
and open flowers, within and without. And the floor 
of the house he overlaid with gold, within and without. 
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TheTemple And for the entering of the oracle he made doon 
completed of oWyt: tree: the Ibte] and side poHB tofre a fifth 
part of iht viaiL The two doors also were e/'oliTC 
tree ; and he carved upon them carvings of cherubjras 
s and palm trees and open flowers, and overlaid them 
with gold, and spread gold upon the cherubims, and 
upon the palm trees. 

So also made he for the door of The temple poalK 
of olive tree, a fourth part of the iiiall. And the 
ID two doors were of fir tree : the two leaves of the 
one door taere folding, and the two leaves of the 
other door viere folding. And he carved tiereoa 
cherubims and paim trees and open flowers : and 
covered iheia with gold fitted upon the carved work. 
ij And he built the inner court with three rows of 
hewed stone, and a row of cedar beams. 

In the fourth year was the foundation of the house 
□f the Lord laid, in the month Zif : and in the 
eleventh year, in the month fiul, which it the eighth 
BO month, was the house linished throughout all the 
parts thereof, and according to all the iashion of it. 
So was he seven years in building it. 
* But Solomon was building his own house thineen 
years, and he Jinished all his house. 
IS He built also the house of the forest of Lebanon ; 
the length thereof wm an hundred cubits, and the 
breadth thereof fifty cubits, and the height thereof 
thirty cubits, upon four rows of cedar ptUars, with 
cedar beams upon the pillars. And ii wiu covered 
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with cedar above upon the beams, that lay 00 forty Salomrm 
fiie pillars, fifteen in a row. And ikcre lucre windows duildi bii 
m three rows, and light ■uiaj against light in three Paliuc 
rankc. And all the doors and posts •mere square, 
with the windows : and light -aias against light in i 
three ranks. And he made a. porch of pillars ; the 
length thereof tuat fifty cubits, and the breadth 
thereof thirty cubits : and the porch ■uiiij before 
ihcm : and the othtr pillars and the thick beam vicre 
before them. Then he made a porch for the throne m 
where he might judge, t^iin the porch of judgment : 
and it •was cohered with cedar from one side of the 
floor to the other. And his house where he dwelt 
had another court within the porch, •which was of the 
like work. Solomon made also an house for Pharaoh's i; 
daughter, whom he had taken lo wife, like unto this 

All these luere of costly stones, according to the 
measures of hewed stones, sawed with saws, within 
and without, even from the foundation unto the cop- « 
ing, and 10 on the outside toward the great court. 
And the foundation luaj of costly stones, eien great 
stones, stones often cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 
And abore ivert costly stones, after the measures of 
hewed stones, and cedars. And the great court 11 
round about •wai with three rows of hewed stones, 
and a row of cedar beams, both for the inner court 
of the house of the LoKD, and for the porch of the 
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Hiram ihe And Itbg Solomon sent and fetched Hiram out 
Mailer of Tyre. He 11101 a widow's son of the tribe of 
Naphtali, and his father ivas a man of Tyre, a 
worker in brass : and he was filled with wisdom, and 
s understanding, and cunning to work all works in 
brass. 

And he came to king Solomon, and wrought all 
his work. For he cast two pillars of brass, of 
eighteen cubits high apiece: and a line of twelve 
K> cubits did compass either of them about. And be 
made two chapiters of molten brass, to sec upoa the 
tops of ihe pillars : the height of the one chapiter 
was Gve culnta, and the height of the other chapiter 
■wot five cuiutE : and nets of checker work, and 
IS wreaths of chain work, for the chapiters which n/ere 
upon the top of the pilbrs ; seven for the one chapiter, 
and seven for the other chapiter. And he made the 
pillars, and two rows round about upon the one net- 
work, to cover the chapiters that iwere upon tlie top, 
*a with pomegranates ; and so did he for the other 
chapiter. And the chapiters that •aiere upon the top 
of the pillars iverc of lily work in the porch, four 
cubits. And the chapiters upon the two pillars had 
pimigranales also above, over against the belly which 
•J tuai by the network ; and the pomegranates 'v/en two 
hundred in rows round about upon the other chapiter. 
And he set up the pillars in the porch of the 
temple : and he set up the right pillar, and called the 
name thereof Jachin; and he set up the left pillar. 
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and called the nume (hrreor Bori. And upon the JtiUab

And 
put five bases on the right side of the house, and 
£ve on the left side of the house : and he set the sea 
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00 the tight side of the house eastward over against Hiram's 
the south. And Hiram made the lai-ers, and the Craftj- 
thoveU, and the basons. mantiip 

So Hiram made an end of doing all the work that 
he made king Solomon for the house of the Lord : s 
the two pillars, and the Ituo bowla of the chapiters 
that •oKTc on the top of the two pillars ; and the two 
networks, to cover the two bowla of the chapiters 
which itrcre upon the top of the pillars ; and four 
hundred pomegranates for the two networks, tven la 
two rows of pomegranates for one network, to cover 
the two bowls of the chapiters that lueri upon the 
pillars ; and the ten bases, and ten lavers on the 
bases; and one sea, and twelve oxen under the sea; 
and the pots, and the shovels, and the basons : and is 
all these vessels, which Hiram made to king Solomon 
for the house of the Lord, 'wtrr of bright brass. 
In the plab of Jordan did the king cast them, in the 
clay ground between Succoth and Zarthan. And 
Solomon left all the vessels uifaielghtd, because they u 
were exceeding many : neither was the weight of the 
brass found out. 

And Solomon made all the veasels that ptrlained 
unto the house of the Lord: the altar of gold, and 
the table of gold, whereupon the shewbread -a/as, »s 
and the candlesticks of pure gold, five on the right 
lidi, and five on the left, before the oracle, with the 
flowers, and the lamps, and the tongs o/'gold, arui 
Ate bowla, and the snuffers, and the basons, a,iwL ^.tvc 
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Tht Temple ipoons, and the cenKrs o/*purE gold ; and the hinges 
eonseerattd if gold, both for the doors of the iDoer house, the 
most ha\y place, and for the doors of the house, lo 
tuil, of the temple. 
5 So was ended all the work that king Solomoo 
made for the house of the Lord. And Solomon 
brought in the things which David his father had 
dedicated ; even the silver, and the gold, and the 
vessels, did he put among the treasures of the house 

IS of the Lord.

* Then Solomon assembled the elders of Israel, and 
all the heads of the tribes, the chief of the fathers of 
the children of Israel, unto king Solomon in Jerusalem, 
that they might bring up the ark of the covenant of 

ij the LoRo out of the city of David, which it ZioD. 

And all the men of Israel assembled themselves 

unto king Salomon at the feast in the month

And it came to pass, when the priests were come 
out of the holy place, that the cloud filled the house < 
of the LoKD, so that the priests could not staod to 
nuaiater because of the cloud : for the glory of the 
Lord had tilled the house of the Lord. 

Then spake Solomon, The Lord said that he 
would dwell in the thick darkness. I have surely g 
built thee an bouse to dwell Jo, a settled place for 
thee to abide in for ever. 

And the king turned his face about, and blessed 
all the congregation of Israel : {and all the congrega- 
tion of Israel stood;) and he said. Blessed 6e the a 
Lord Cod of Israel, which spake with his mouth 
unto David my father, and hath with his hand 
ftdfilled //, saying, Since the day that I brought forth 
my people Israel out of Egypt, I ctvoa« trn tvc^ !«cB.

And this U the reason of the levy which king s 
Solomon r^sed; for to build the house of the LoRn, 
and hia own house, and Millo, and the wail of 
Jerusalem, and Hazor, and Megiddo, and Gezer. 
For Pharaoh king of Egypt iiad gone up, and taken 
Gezer, and burnt it with (ire, and slain the Canaanites » 
that dwelt in the city, and given xtfar a present nnto 
bis daughter, Solomon's wife. And Solomon built 
Gezer, and Beth-horoD the nether, and Baalath, and 
Tadmor in the wildernCGs, in the land, and all the 
cities of store that Solomon had, and cities for his 13 
chariots, and cities for his horsemen, and that which ^_ 

Solomon desired to build in Jerusalem, and in ^^| 

Lebanon, and in all the land of his dominion. ^^| 

^Wall the people ihat -were left of the Amorites, ^^| 

Hittites, Perizzitea, Hivites, and Jebusitee, which m 
miere not of the children of Israel, their children that 
were left after them in the land, whom the children 
of Israel also were not able utterly to destroy, upon 
those did Solomon levy a tribute of bondservice unto 
this day.

And king Solomon made a navy of ships in Ezion- 
geber, which ii beside Eloth, on the ehorc of the 
Red sea, in the knd of Edom. And Hiram sent in 
the navy his servants, shipmen that had knowledge 
ij of the sea, with the serrants of Solomon. And they 
came to Ophir, and fetched from tbenc« gold, four 
hundred aitd twenty talents, and brought it to king 
Solomon. 






■ And when the cjueeo of Sheba heard of the fame 
io of Solomon concerning the name of the Lor.d, she 
came to prove him with hard questioDs. And she 
came to Jerusalem with a very great train, with 
cameU that bare spices, and very much gold, and 
precious stones : and when she was come to Solomon, 
s; she communed with him of all that was in her heart. 
And Solomon told her all her questioos: there was 
not any thing hid irom the king, which he told her 
HOC 
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And when the queen of Sheba had seen all 
Solomon's wisdom, and the houae that he had built, 
and the meat of his table, and the sittiag of his 
terrantg, and the attendance of his ministers, and 
their apparel, and his cupbearers, and his ascent by 
which he went up unto the house of the Lord ; 
there was no more spirit iu her. And she said to 
the king. It was a true report that I heard in mine 
own land of thy acts and of thy wisdom, Howbeit 
I believed not the words, until 1 came, and mine eyes 
had seeo il : and, behold, the half was not told me : 
thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth the fame which 
I heard. Happy are thy men, happy art these thy 
servants, which stand continually before thee, ano' 
that hear thy wisdom. Blessed be the Lord thy 
God, which delighted in thee, to set thee on the 
throne of Israel : because the Lord loved Israel for 
ever, therefore made he thee king, to do judgment 
and justice. 

And she gave the king an hundred and twenty 
talents of gold, and of spicea very great 
precious atones : there came no 
of spices as these which the qi 
king Solomon. 

And the navy also of Hira 
from Ophir, brought in from Ophir great plenty of 
almug trees, and precious stones. And the king 
made of the almug trees pillars for the house of the 
Lokd, and for the king's house, harps also and 
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SolotBim'i psakeriFB for Eidgtrs : there came no Buch almug 
Glory trcee, nor -were seen unto this day. 

And king Solomon gave unto the queen of Sheba 
all her desire, whatsoever she asked, beside that 
i which Solomon gave her of his royal bounty. So 
she turned and went to her own country, she and 
her servants. 

Now the weight of gold that came to Solomon in 

one year was six hundred threeecore and six talents 

lo of gold, beside that he had of the merchantmen, and 

of the trafHck of the spice merchants, and of ail the 

kings of Arabia, and of the governors of the country. 

And king Solomon made two hundred targets of 

beaten gold : aix hundred shikrls of gold went lo one 

IS target. And he made three hundred shields o/'bealen 

gold ; three pound of gold went to one shield : and 

the king put them in the house of the forest of 

Lebanon. 

Moreover the king made a great throne of ivory, 
so and overlaid it with the beet gold. The throne had 
six steps, and the top of the throne loai rotind 
behind ! and there -mere stays on either side on the 
place of the seat, and two lions stood beside the 
stays. And twelve lions stood there on the one side 
■g and on the other upon the six steps : there was not 
the like made in any kingdom. 

And all king Solomon's drinking vessels tiiere of 
gold, and all the veBsels of the house of the forest of 
Lebanon •were of pure gold j none inere of silver : 
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it waa nothing accounted of in the days of Solomon. So/om<m't 
For the king had at sea a navy of TharshiBh with Wiuiom 
the navy of Hiram : once in three years came the y Glory 
navy of Tharshish, bringing gold, and silver, ivoty, 
and apea, and peacocke. j i 

So king Solomon exceeded all the kings of the ^h 

earth for riches and for wisdom. And all the earth ^H 

■ought to Solomon, to hear his wifdom, which God ^H 

had put in his heart. And they brought every man ^H 

his present, veaaeU of silver, and vesBeta of goldj and la ^H 

garmenta, and armour, and spices, horses, and mules, ^H 

a rate year by year. ^H 

And Solomon gathered together chariots and ^H 

horsemen : and he had a thousand and four hundred ^H 

cbariota, and twelve thousand horsemen, whom he ij ^H 

bestowed in the cities for chariots, and with the king ^H 

at Jerusalem, ^H 

And the king made silver to be in Jerusalem as ^H 

stones, and cedars made he to he as the aycomore ^H 

trees that are in the vale, for abundance. » ^^| 

And Solomon had horses brought out of I^gypt, ^^| 

and linen yarn: the king's mercbania received the ^^| 

linen yarn aX a price. And a chariot came up and ^^| 

went out of £gypt for eix hundred thekeli of silver, ^^| 

and an horse for an hundred and fifty : and so for all is ^^| 

the kings of the Hittitea, and for the kings of Syria, ^H 

did they bring them out by their means, ^^H 

— * — ^H 

* But king Solomon loved many strange women, ^^| 
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Tmon'i together with the daughter of Pharaoh, women of"^ 
Fa/lthr Moabite*, Ammoniies, Ec!oniite», Zidonians, ani^ 
Hittites ; of the natioDS concfming vhich the Loro 
said UQto the children of Israel, Ye shall not go id 
S to them, neither shall they come in nnlo yoo : /or 
surely ihey will turn away your heart after their 
gods ; Solomon clave urto these in lore. And he 
had (e»en hundred wi^-es, princeascB, and three 
hi^ndred coacubines ; and his wives turned away his 

Id heart. For it came to pasa, when Solomon was 
old, ihat his wives turned away his heart after other 
gods : and his heart was not perfect with the Lord 
his God, aa •was the heart of Darid his fether. For 
Solomon went after Ashtoreth the goddess of the 

IS Zidonians, and after Milcom the abomination of the 
Ammonites, And Solomon did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, and went not fully after the Lord, as 
did David his father. Then did Solomon build an 
high place for Chemoeh, the abomination of Moab, 

•oin the hill that // before Jerusalem, and for Molech, 
the abomination of the children of Ammon. And 
likewise did he for all his strange wives, which burnt 
incense and sacrificed unto their gods. 

And the Lord was angry wtih Solomon, because 

•J his heart was turned from the Lord God of Israel, 
which had appeared unto him twice, and had com- 
manded him concerning this thing, that he should 
not go after other gods : but he kept not that which 
the LoiB commanded. Wherefore the Lord said 
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nnto Solomon, Forasmuch as this is done of thee, God's 
and thou hast not kept my covenant and my statutes. Wrath 
which I have commanded thee, I will surely rend loiuari 
the kingdom from thee, and will give it to thy Salamo 
serrant. Notwithstanding in thy dayi I will not do ; 
it for David thy father's sake : btil I will rend it out 
of the hand of thy son. Howbeit I will not rend 
away all the kingdom ; bat will give one tribe to thy 
son for David my servant's sake, and for Jerusalem's 
sake which I have chosen. " 

And the Lord stirred np an adversary unto Solo- 
mon, Hadad the Edomtte : he ivai of the king's 
seed in Edom. For it came to pass, when David 
was in Edom, and Joab the captain of the host was 
gone up to bury the slain, after he had smitten every 15 
male in Edom ; (for six months did Jonb remain 
there with all Israel, until he had cut off every male 
in Edom:) that Hadad fled, he and certain Edomites 
of his father's servants with him, to go into Egypt ; 
Hadad being yet a little child. And they arose out » 
of Midiao, and came to Paran : and they took men 
with them out of Paran, and they came to Egypt, 
onto Pharaoh king of Egypt; which gave him an 
house, and appointed him victuals, and gave him land. 
And Hadad found great favour in the sight of =i 
Pharaoh, so that he gave him to wife the sister of 
his own wife, the sister of Tahpenes the queen. ^^— 
And the sister of Tahpenea bare him Genubath ^^^^| 
Ion, whom Tahpenes weaned in P^3.t3.nV\'% 'o.tMw.'^^H 
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Solomon'} aotl Genubath was in Pharaoh's household among 
Sncmiei the sans of Pharaoh. Aod when Hadad heard in 
Egypt that David slept with his fathers, and chat 
Joab the captain of the host was dead, Hadad said 
J to Pharaoh, Lei me depart, that I may go to mine 
own couatry. Then Pharaoh said unto him. But 
what hast thou lacked with me, that, behold, thou 
aeekest to go to thine own couDtry i And he an- 
swered, Nothing : howbeit let me go id any wise. 

10 And God stirred him up ono/iif r iidversary, Rezon 
the son of Eliadah, which fled from his lord Hada~ 
dezer king of Zobah ; and he gathered men unto him 
and became captain over a band, when David slew 
them of Zobah : and they went to Damascus, and 

ts dwelt therein, and reigned in Damascus. And he 
was an adversary to Israel all the days of Solomon, 
beside the mischief that Hadad (/ii/; and he abhorred 
Israel, and reigned over Syria. 

And Jeroboam the son of Nebat, an Ephrathite of 

w Zereda, Solomon's servant, whose mother's name 
mas Zeruah, a widow woman, even he lifted up bii 
hand against the king. And this luas the cause that 
he lifted up hu hand against the king: Solomon 
built Millo, and repaired the breaches of the city of 

•5 David his father. And the man Jeroboam -aiai a 

mighty man of valour : and Solomon seeing the young 

man that he was industrious, he made him ruler over 

^i the charge of the bouse of Joseph. 

And H came to pass at that tinw -when Jeroboam 
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went out of Jerusalem, that the prophet Ahijsh the jihijah's 
Shilonice found him in the way ; and he had clad Prophay 
himself with a new garment j and they two were 
atone in the field : and Ahijah caught the new gar- 
ment that iiiai on him, and rent it in twelve pieces : i 
and he eaid to Jeroboam, Take thee ten pieces : for 
thus sailh the Lord, the God of leraei. Behold, I 
will rend the kingdom out of the hand of Solomon, 
aod will give ten tribes to thee : (but he shall have 
one tribe for my Eervsnt David's sake, and for Jeru- 
salem's sake, the city which I have chosen out of all 
the tribes of Israel ; ) because that they have forsaken 
me, and have worshipped Ashloreth the goddess of 
the Zidonians, Chemosh the god of the Moabites, 
and Milcom the god of the children of Ammon, and 
have not walked in my ways, to do that lobich it 
right in mine eyes, and to keep my statutes and ray 
judgments, as did David his father.

I 'Solomon. 

f And the rest of the acts of Solomon, and all that 

he did, and his wisdom, art they not written in the 
book of the acts of Solomon \ And the time that 
ij Solomon reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel •mas 
forty years. And Solomon slept with hia fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David hia father : and 
Rehoboam his son reigned in his stead. 

— • — 
* And Rehoboam went to Shechem : for all Israel 
» were come to Shechem to make hira king. 

And it came to pass, when Jeroboam the ton of 
Nebat, who was yet in Egypt, heard o/" it, (for he 
was tied from the presence of king Solomon, and 
Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt;) that they tent and called 
Ij him. And Jeroboam and all the congregation of 
Israel came, and spake unto Rehoboam, saying, Thy 
father made our yoke grievous : now therefore make 
thou the grievous service of thy father, and his heavy 
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yoke which he put upon us, lighter, and we will Reho' 
serve thee. And he said unto them, Depart yet for beam's 
three days, then come again to me. And the people Error 
departed. 

And king Rehoboam consulted with the old men, j 
that Etood before Solomon his father while he yet 
lived, and said, How do ye advise that I may answer 
this people '. 

And they spake unto him, saying. If thou wilt be 
a (errant unto this people this day, and wilt lerve 10 
them, and answer them, and speak good words to 
them, then they will be thy servants for ever. 

But he forsook the counsel of the old men, which 
they had given him, and consulted with the young 
men that wetc grown up with him, and which stood ij 
before him : and he said unco them.

And the king 

Kingdom answered the people roughly, and foreook the old 

ofaUisrati men's counsel that they gave him ; and spake to them 

i after the counsel of the young men, saying. My father 

made your yoke heavy, aod I will add to your yoke: 

my father also chastised you with whips, but I will 

chastise you with scorpions. 

Wherefore the king hearkened not unto the people j 
n for the cauee was from the Lokd, that he might 
perform his saying, which the Lord spake by Ahijah 
the Shilonite unto Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

So whcD all Israel saw that the king hearkeoed 

not unto them, the people answered the king, saying, 

ij What portion have we in David ? neither have vae

Israel departed unto their tents. But at for the 

I children of Israel which dwelt in the cities of Judah, 

■=> Rehoboara reigned over them. 
Then king Rehoboam sent Adoram, who •ujai 
over the tribute ; and all Israel stoned him with 
stones, that he died. Therefore king Rehoboam 
made apeed to get him up to his chariot, to flee to 
<5 Jerusalem. So Israel rebelled against the house of 
David unto this day. And it came to pass, when all 
Israel heard that Jeroboam was come again, that they 
sent and called him unto the congregation, and made 
him king over all Israel : there was none that foU 
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lowed the house of DaTid, but the tribe of Judah Rchiboam 
only- iheya the 

And when Rehoboam was come to Jerusalem, he herd's 
assembled all the house of Judah, with the tribe of Voice 
Benjamm, an hundred and fourscore thousand chosen s 
men, which were warriors, to 6ght against the house 
of Israel, to bring the kingdom again to Rehoboam 
the son of Solomon. 

But the word of God came unto Shemaiah the 
man of God, saying, Speak unto Rehoboatn, the son i> 
of Solotnoo, king of Judah, and unto all the house of 
Judah and Benjamin, and to the remnant of the 
people, saying. Thus saith the Lokd, Ye shait not 
go up, nor fight against your brethren the children of 
Israel : return every man to hia house ; for this thing i; 
is from me. They hearkened therefore to the word 
of the Lokd, and returned to depart, according to 
the word of the Lokd. 



Then Jeroboam built Shechem in mount Ephraim, 
and dwelt therein ; and went out from thence, and 
built Pcnuel. 

And Jeroboam said in his heart. Now shail the

So 
did he in Bech-eli sacri^cing unto the calves that he 
had made : and he placed in Beth-el the priests of 
ij the high places which he had made. So he ofTered 
upon the alur which he had made in Beth-el the 
fifteenth day of the eighth month, evtn in the month 
which he had devised of his own heart; and ordained 
3 feast unto the children of Israel : and he o^ered 
«e upon the altar, and burnt incense.

• And, behold, there came a man of God out of 
Judah by the word of the Lord unto Beth-el: and 
Jeroboam stood by the altar to burn incense. And 
he cried against the altar in the word of the Lord, 
If and said, O altar, ahar, thus saith the Loitn; Be- 
hold, a child shall be born unto the house of David, 
Josiah by name ; and upon thee shall he offer the 
\» of the high places that burn inccDse upon thee. 
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and roen's bones shall be burnt upon thee. And he Jtroioam's 
gave a sign the Eanie day, saying. This is the eign which learning 
the Lord hath spoken; Behold, the alcar shall be 
rent, and the ashes that are upoa it shall be poured out. 

And it came to pass, when king Jeroboam heard 5 
the saying of the man of God, which had cried 
against the altar in Beth-el, that he put forth his hand 
from the altar, saying. Lay hold on him. And his 
hand, which he put forth against him, dried up, so 
that he could not pull it in again to him. The altar 
also was rent, and the ashes poured out from the 
altar, according to the sign which the man of God 
had given by the word of the Lord. 

And the king answered and said unto the man of 
God, Intreat now the face of the Lord thy God, 
and pray for me, that my hand may be restored me 
again. And the man of God besought the Loro, 
and the king's hand was restored him again, and be- 

And the king said unto the man of God, Come 
home with me, and refresh thyself, and 1 will give 
thee a reward. And the man of God said unto the 
king. If thou wilt give rae half thine house, I wilt 
not go in with thee, neither will I eat bread nor drink 
water in this place ; for so was it charged nie by the 
word of the Lord, saying. Eat no bread, nor drink 
water, nor turn again by the same way that thou 
canieBt.

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Tie Dit- Now tbere dwelt an old prophet in B«h-el ; and 
lient his ions came and told him all the works that the 
Prophet man of God had done that day in Beih-el : the 
words which he had spoken unto the king, tliem 
they told also to their father. And their father said 
unCo them. What way went he ? For his sons bad 
seen what way the man of God went, which came 
from Judah. And he said unto his aoni. Saddle me 
the aas. So they saddled him the ass : and he rode 
thereon, and went after the man of God, and found 
him sitting under an oak : and he Eaid unto him. Art 
thou the man of God that earnest from Judah i And 
he Baid, I am. 

Then he said unto him. Come home with me, and 
eat bread. 

And he said, I may not return with thee, nor go 
in with thee : neither will I eat bread nor drink 
water with thee in this place : for it was said to me 
by the word of the Lord, Thou shalt eat no bread 
nor drink water there, nor turn again to go by the 
way that thou earnest.

Rehoboam was forty aod one years old ■" 
when he began to reign, and he reigned seventeen 
years in Jeniaalem, the city which the Lokd did 
choose out of all ihe tribes of Israel, to put his name 
there. And his mother's name •mai Naamah an 
Ammonitess. ij 

And Judah did evil in the sight of the Lord, and 
they provoked him to jealousy with their sins which 
they had committed, above all chat their fathers had 
done. For they also built ibem high places, and 
imaget, and groves, on every high hill, and under » 
every green tree. And there were also sodomites in 
the land ; and they did according to all the abomina- 
tions of Che nations which the Lord cast out before 
the children of Israel. 

And it came to pass in the fifth year of king gj 
Rehoboam, that Shiahak king of Egypt came up

And Abijam his son reigned in hia stead.

Then Asa look all die silver and the gold t/mt 
•were left in the treasures of the house of the Lord, 
and the treasures of the king's house, and delivered 
them into the hand of his servants : and king Asa 
10 sent them to Ben-hadad, the son of Tabrimon, the 
son of Hezion, king of Syria, that dwelt at Damas- 
cus, Baying, Tktre is a league between me and thee, 
and between my father and thy father : behold, I 
have sent unto thee a present of silver and gold; 
ij come and break thy league with Baasha king of 
Israel, that he may depart from me. 

So Ben-hadad hearkened unto king Asa, and sent 
the captains of tlie hosts which he had against the 
cities of Israel, and smote IJoa, and Dan, and Abel- 
ED beth-maachah, and all Cinneroth, with all the land 
of Naphtali. And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard thereof, that he !eft otf building of Ramafa, snd 
dwelt in Tirzah.

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and all that he did, and the cities which he built, are Nadi^ 
they not written in the book of the chronicles ai the King of 
kings of Judah? Nevertheless in the time of his old Israe! 
age he was dtBeased in his feet. And Asa slept with 
his fathers, and was buried with his fathers in the i 
city of David his father : and Jehoshaphat his son 
reigned in his stead. 

And Nadab the son of Jeroboam began lo reign 
over Israel in the second year of Asa king of Judah, 
and reigned over Israel two years. la 

And he did evil in ihc sight of the Loud, and 
walked in the way of his father, and in his sin where- 
with he made Israel to sin. 

And Baasha the eon of Ahijah, of the Louee of 
Issachar, conspired against him ; and fiaasha smote ij 
him at Gibbethon, which btlanged to the Philistines } 
for Nadab and all Israel laid siege to Gibbethon. 
Even in the third year of Asa king of Judah did 
Baasha slay him, and reigned in his stead. 

And it came to pass, when he reigned, that he ta 
smote all the house of Jeroboam; he left not 10 
Jeroboam any that breathed, until he had destroyed 
him, according unto the saying of the Lord, which 
he spake by his servant Ahijah the Shilonite : be- 
cause of the sins of Jeroboam which he sinned, and 93 
wJiich he made Israel sin, by his provocation where- 
with he provoked the Lord God of Israel to anger. 

Now the rest of the acts of Nadab,Mii.-al\'fiEaJ.Vt 
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Rt^ ofiiid, are they not written in the book, of the chronicles

In the third year of Asa king of Judah began 

5 Baasha the son of Ahijah to reign over all Israel in 

Tiriah, twenty and four years. And he did ctU in 

the sight of the Loro, and walked in the way of 

Jeroboam, and in his sin wherewith he made Israel 
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lo " Then the word of the Lord cam» 
of Hanani against Baasha, saying, 
exalted thee out of the dust, and made thee prince 
over my people Israel; and thou hast walked in the 
way of Jeroboam, and hast made my people Israel to 

IS sin, to provoke me to anger with their sins ; behold, 
I will take away the posterity of Baasha, and the 
posterity of his house ; and will make thy house like 
the house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat. Him that

Now the rest of the acts of Baasha, and what he 
did, and his might, arc they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Israel '. So Baasha 

»s slept with his fathers, and was buried in Tirzah : and 
Elah his son reigned in his stead. 

And also by the hand of the prophet Jehu the son 
of Hanani came the word of the Loud against 
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Baasfaa, and against his house, even for all the evil ^1 ^ 
that he did in the sight of the Lord, in provoking b/£1/i/ 
him to anger with the work of his hands, in being 
like the house of Jeroboam j and because he killed 



Id the twemy and sixth year of Aea king of Jndah 
began Elah the son of Baasha to reign over Israel in 
Tirzah, two years. 

And his servant Zimri, captain of half ^if chariots, 
conspired against him, as be was in Tirzah, drinking la 
himeelf drunk in the house of Arza steward of hit 
house in Tirzah, And Zimri went ia and Kmotc 
him, and killed him, in the twenty and seventh year 
of Asa king of Judah, and reigned in his stead. 

And it came to pass, when he began to reign, as is 
soon as he sat on his throne, ibal he slew all the 
house of Baasha : he left him not one that pisseth 
against a wall, neither of his kinsfolks, nor of his 
friends. Thus did Zimri destroy all the house of 
Baasha, according to the word of the Lokd, which ao 
he spake agatnat Baasha by Jehu the prophet, for all 
the sins of Baasha, and the sins of Elah his son, by 
which they sinned, and by which they made Ifirael 
to sin, in provoking the Lorb God of Israel to anger 
with their vanities. 

Now the rest of the acts of Elah, and all that he 
did, arc they not written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel i 
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Seigti of Id the twenty aad seventh year of Asa king of 
Zimri Judah did Zimri reign seven days in Tiriah. And 
the people tuere encamped against Gibbethon, which 
btlongtd to the Philistines. And the people that 
5 luire encamped heard say, Zimri hath conspired, and 
hath also shin the king: wherefore all Israel made 
Omri, the captain of the host, king over Israel that 
day in the camp. And Omri went up from Gib- 
bethon, and all Israel with him, and they besieged 
■o Tirzah. And it came to pass, when Zimri saw that 
the city was taken, that he went into the palace of 
the king's house, and burnt the king's house over him 
with fire, and died, for his sins which he sinned in 
doing evil in the sight of the Lord, in walking in 
■s the way of Jeroboam, and in his sin which he did, to 
make Israel to sin. 

Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, and his treason 
that he wrought, are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Israel \ 
K) Then were the people of Israel divided into two 
parts : half of the people followed Tibni the son of 
Ginath, to make him king; and half followed Omri. 
But the people that followed Omri prevailed against 
the people that followed Tibni the son of Ginath : so 
's Tibni died, and Omri reigned.

In the thirty and first year of Asa king of Judah 
began Omri to reign over Israel, twelve years : six 
years reigned he in Tirzah. And he bought the hill

But Omri wrought evil in the eyes of the Lokd, j 
and did worse than all that tivre before him. For 
he walked in all the way of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, and in his sin wherewith he made Israel to 
sin, to provoke the Loits God of Israel to anger 
with their vanities. lo 

Now the rest of ihe acts of Omri which he did, 
and his might that he shewed, an they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? 
So Omri slept with his faihers, and was buried in 
Saniaria: and Ahab his son reigned in his stead. 15

And in the thirty and eighth year of Asa king of 
Judah began Ahab the son of Omri to reign over 
Israel: and Ahab the son of Omri reigned over 
Israel in Samaria twenty and two years.

'° Abab heard that Nalioth was dead, that Ahab rose 
up to go down to the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite, to talte possession of it. 

And the word of the Lord came to Elijah the 
Tiahbite, saying, Arise, go down to meet Ahab 

IS king of Israel, which it in Samaria : behold, it it 
in the vineyard of Naboth, whither he is gone down 
to pOGsees it.

J and he Bent messengers, and said unto them. Go, 

inquire of Baal-zebub the god of Ekron whether I 

shall recover of this disease. 

But the angel of the Lord said to Elijah the 
Tishbite, Arise, go up to meet the measengers of the 
,o king of Samaria, and say unto them, Is it not because 
there ii not a God in Israel, that ye go to inquire of 
Baal-zebub the god of Ekron ?

10 And in the fifth year of Joram the son of Ahab 
king of Israel, Jehoshaphat Uing then king of Judah, 
Jehoram the son of Jehoahaphat king of Judah began 
to reign. TLirty and two years old was he when he 
began to reign ; and he reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

IS And he walked in the way of the kings of Israel, 
as did the house of Ahab : for the daughter of Ahab 
was his wife : and he did evil in the sight of the 
Loud. Yet the Lord would not destroy Judah for 
David his servant's sake, as he promised him to give 

BO him alway a light, and to his children. 

In his days Edom revolted from under the hand of 
Judah, and made a king over themselves. So Joram 
went over to Zair, and all the chariots with him : and 
he rose by night, and smote the Bdomitcs which com- 

»s passed him about, and the captains of the chariots : 
and the people fled into their tents. Yet Edom 
revolted from under the hand of Judah unto this day, 
Thea L'lbaah revoked at t\ie Bawitume. 
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And the rest of the acts of Joram, and all that he Ahai, 
did, are they not written in the book of the chronicles lucceedt 
of the kings of Judah f And Joram slept with his Jcheram 
fathers, and was buried with hia fathers in the city of 
David 1 and Ahaziah his son reigned in hia stead. s

In the twelfth year of Jorara the son of Ahab king 
of Israel did Abaziah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah begin to reign. Two and twenty years old ivai 
Ahaziah when he began to reign ; and he reigned 
one year in Jerusalem. And his mother's 
tuai Athaliah, the daughter of Omri king of Israel. 

And he walked in the way of the house of Ahab, 
and did evil in the eight of the Lord, as Jld the 
house of Ahab : for he was the son in law of the 
house of Ahab.

These ore the only other 
passages in which it is mentioned. 

p. 5, I. S. 'Cherethites and Pelethites.' They were DsTid't 
bodyguard, and perhaps the same as the ' mighty men ' of t. S. 
Tbe three passages in which the Cheielbites aie mentioned 
•lone (i Sam. xii. 14; Ezek. xxv. 16; Zeph. iL 5) show that 
they wecE of Philistine race ; and as in all other places &ey 
are coupled with Pelethites, it may be that Ibis word was a 
lisping pronunciation of a Philistine name. They originated in 
DavitPs outlaw days. With them may be compaied the fore^ 
guards of Egyptian and other kings, the Swiss Guards in Europe, 
and the Turkish Janissaries.^ Though the names are not found 
after David's reign, there is mention of bodyguards in lata 
reigns (2 Kings xi.

(he word is used of excellence generally, as 'virtuous woman' 
in Prov. xxxi. to. 

p. 5, 1. 26-p. 6, 1. 15. Observe the freedom with which 
Jonathan recapitulates the whole proceedings, roundii^ off hU 
luiirative with little touches for wbich he could not have direct 
personal evidence (w. 47-48). This is instructive as to the style 
and 'sources 'of the Hebrew writings, 

p. 7, 1. 13. 'continue' ; R. v., 'establish.' The reference i> 
to the promise in a Sam. vii. 12, etc 

p. 7, 1. 33. ' blood of war.' For the iffMif occorrence of thil 
phrase LXX. has 'innocent blood.' 

p. 8, I. 10. 'knowest' ; R,V.| 'wilt know.'

The Pharaoh hcte mentioned most have been one 
of the immediate predccessois of Shishak (xL 40], with whom 
b^an the Twenty-second Dynasty. During the former dynasty 
the E^ptians must have taken Gezer, which the present Pharaoh 
gave to Solomon as a mairia^e present with bis dxughtec 
Jl Kings ix. 16). 

p, II, I. 27. 'city of David.' .Sir! note above, p. 188. The 
wall of Jerusalem 'round about 'seems now to have enclosed 
the southern portion of the east hill and the eastern slope of the 
west hill, which, though built upon in David's time, was til! 
DOW left open. 

p. I3i I. 30. 'a little child.' There are no precise data for 
determining the age of Solomon at his accession. An old tradi- 
tion puts it at twelve ; Josephus makes it fourteen ; others 
thittk he must have been over twenty. 

p. I5i 1. u> * Give her the living child.* The words clearly 
do not refer to the woman who spoke last, but to the true mother 
who had used the expression which the king now lepeats. 
The LXX. supplies a paraphrastic phrase. 

p. 16,1. l-p.17,1.9. 'princes.' The king's chief ministers, 
whatever their office, as the passage shows, and not necessarily 
of royal lineage. This list is given by the LXX. not only here, 
but also in diBerent order and with certain variations of names 
in chap. ii. after v. 46. As to the offices: (a) Azariah is in 
LXX. here not called ' priest,' bat is classed with the next two 
as one of the 'scribes.' Some ciIlicE, however, think that, as 
Abialhar was removed from the priesthood {x. 4), the names 
of Zadok and Abiathar, who appear here (v. 4) as priests, have 
been interpolated from the list of David's officials (2 Sam. 
XX, 25), and that Azariah was the chief priest under Solomon. 
(*) "Scribes' were State Secretaries, taking charge of the kiiig's 
correspondence with his officers and with foreign powers, (c) 
The 'recorder,' as is generally understood, had the doty of 
patting OB record the chief events of liie m^jjj (.see luttoduc- 
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ion, p. ig] ; though otheis think the name means 'leminder,* 
nd inat the office a^iswcied to that of Tiu-kuh Grand VUicr. 
fl 'over the host' (v. 4), commander-in-chiet (e) 'over the 
Sceis' (v. 5), viz., over those prefects or governors, who 
kd to provide for the king's household. (/) * principal 
fflcer and Icing's friend ' (v. 5); R,V.,asin Hebrew, ' priest 
nd kill's friend.'

•esent day in Palestine (the straw chopped short on Ihe thresh- 
ig floor), hay and oals not being known. 

p. 18, !. 4. 'dromedaries,'; R.V., "swift steed*.' 

p. 18, I. S. 'where Ihe officers were'; in the original, ' where 
■/[athe] 'migbthe.' 
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p. i8, II. 7-22. 'And God gave Salomon wisdom . . . 
wisdom.' The legends which have grown out of these ooticet 
arc found in full bloom in Josephos, and in the Talmudic tod 
Ar&bic literalore. 

p. ig, 1. 26. 'Hiram . . . lover of David' {z Sam. r. 11), 
Eon of Abiba'al, reignrd B.C. 969-936. 

p. 20, 1. 1 1 . ' raised a. levy.' Forced labour has always been a 
featme of Eastern governments. The 'levy' here mentioned 
amounts to 3 per cent, of the number given in the census in t 
Sam. niv. 29. The nature ofthe service is a^in refened to in 
ix. 15. This tcTrtpoiary labour is carefull]' distinguished inii< 12 
from the petpelual bond-service of non-Israelites. 

p. 30, 1. 18. ' hewers in the moantains," tit. ' in the moonlain.' 
It 19 not necessary to think of Lebanon. The hills of Judaea 
furnished abundance of stone, and the ' hewers ' here are stone- 

p. 20, 1. 2J. 'stonesquarers ' ; R.V.has.'and tbe Giebalites.' 
i.e., inlmbitants of Gelal or Byblos, a town on the Phcenidan 
etiast. Some, however, think that the word in the original 
should be read as a verb, with some technical meaning,!.^., 
'and they levelled them, or fitted them.' 

p. 30, I. s6. The LXX. adds to this verse that thejr spent 
three years in preparing the stone and timber. Tlus pre-

Stt Intro- 
duction, p. 32. 

p. 31, 1. 2. 'Zif,' one of the four older names of months 
found in the O.T. The word means splendour or brightnen} 
it was the month of flowers, answering generally to the month 
of May, and known later as lyyar. Sit Table of Months. 

p. 21, 1. 6, el nq. The dimensions are twice those of the 
Tabernacle. If the cubit be taken as iS inches, the Temple 
proper was 90 feet long, 30 feet broad, and 45 feet high, mnd it 
Sfcmi to follow from v. 27 that these were inside measurfr- 
meats. It is to be remembered that ne\AM ttve Tibetnacla 
193 _ 
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nor the Temple was intended to hold the worshippers, 
assembled in the courts. Many of the expres^ons emploTcd 
in the description which follows are of a technical character, 
tbe precise signilication of which cannot now be determined. 
In such circumstances also the text would he the more 
liable to corruption during transmission. The resnlt is that 
it is difficult or impossible to reconstruct the Temple from 
the specifications of this book. Similar, and not greater, 
difficulties are encountered in the reconstruction of the 
Tabernacle. 

p. at, 1. 12. 'windows of narrow lights,' probably, as in 
R.V., 'windows of fixed lattice, work.' As the side chambers

p. 21, 1. sc ' covered (he house.' The roof, if flal, as WMny 
suppose, may have had an external coaling of cement ot earth, 
at ID the modem flnt-roofed houses of the East. A Sat loo^ 
however, would require beams of enormous size, unless, perhaps, 
there were supports of some kind springing from the ^de walls. 
Some suppose that the roof was slo^nog, and that it was sup- 
ported by internal columns. 

p. XI, 1. 19. The language here is very obscure in the original; 
but it is plain that v. 16 refers to the oracle or most holy 
place, and v, 17 to the holy place or outer portion of Iht 
Temple. 

p. 32, 1. 25, 'Itnops,' probably as in margin, 'goards,' oral- 
mentation in the shape of the Colocynth. It is a variation of 
the word rendered ' wild gourds ' in 2 Kings iv. 39. 

p. 2Z| 1. 29. 'in the forepart,' may mean, in front of one 
looking in. It will be observed that the oracle, being a cube of 
20 cubits, fell 10 cubits below tbe height of the rest of the 
building. No indication is given of what was made of the 10 
cubits of difference, and it is not likely that eiteraally there 
would be a difTerence of height. 

p. S3, I. II. 'two cherubims.* Neither the name nor form, 
nor precise symbolic meaning of the cherubim is made plain. 
Some Assyriologists have maintained that the name was given 
to the winged bulls with human faces represented as gaaiding 
the gates of Assyrian palaces ; but the description here would 
not agree with that Gupposition, although in Ezek. i. 5, etc., 
Ihey have human faces.

The common view is that we 
have a series of buildings rising behind one another on the slope 
till the Temple is reached. Olhet9 think that the royal buildings 
were itl the shape of a huge oblong, from which the several parts 
mentioned ran ofT in galleries or side constructions to the walls, 

p. S4, 1. 28. * four rows of pUlara ' ; LXX. has ' three,' which 
most be correct, because the next yerse menlions forty-five 
pillars, fifteen in a row. tt is oncertain whether the rows of 

Eillaia were all within the house of Lebanon, or whether the 
rsC row formed an Bfen front. 

p. 24, L 29. ' beams,' margin ribs, regarded by some as ' side 
chambers,' as in maigin of R.V. So the word is rendered in 
vL 5. If chambers, they may have rested on the columns and 
formed the armoury. Set T. 16, 17. 

p. 25, i. .1. 'light against light in three ranks,' apparently to 
indicate that the chambers in each floor had windows opening 10 
the interior. 

p. 2S. '■ 6. This porch or hall of columns is so brieHy 
described that we can only conjecture its appearance and tue. 
It would he behind or higher up the slope than the hoose of 
Lebtoon, and probably was the entrance aod waiting-room to 
the throne-room mentioned in the next veise.

The audience 
chambei and judgment hall. 

p. 35, I. 14. 'another couit,' viz., that surrounding the pallet 
and women's apartments. No details are given of these. Theii 
situation waa no doubt higher np the slope. 

p. 35, I. 31. 'great court,' viz., that surranndinE the whole 
complex ofhuildings, including palace and Temple, The 'inner 
court ' surrounded the Temple proper. 

p. 36,11. S-14. Two columns or pillars, thebel|;htar each iS 
cubilE//«j a capital of bellying shape 5 cobits high. The di- 
cnmferetice of each column was 13 cubits. As to the fate of 
these lee 3 Kings xiv. 13, and Jcr. lii. 17. The LXX. adds, 
' their thickness was four fingers, they were hollow.' 

p. 26, 1. 14. LXX. reads. He made also two nets of checker 
work to cover the chapiters which were on the top of the 
pillars, a network for the one chapiter and a network for the 
other chapiter. Set also the R.V. on all these verses. 

p. 36, 1. 33. The meaning may be {iie vi. 33) that the top of 
the capitals opened cp like a lilj over the ball, though there jl 
ao mention of this either in v. 41 or in Jer. lii. The pillan 
were not intended for support, but for omameotation inside the 
porch in front of the Temple. 

p. 36, I. 29. 'Jachin' means ' He establishes,' and 'Boat' 
'In Him is strength.' The Babylonians also had the custom 0/ 
bestowing significant, and, to some extent, sacred names upon 
buildings. In Babylon, one of the great encircling walU bote 
the name of 'Bel is propitious,' the other was called ' Bel ii 
exaltation' (Schrader). 

p. 37, I. J. The ornamentation (set vi. 18) was in relief done 
in the casting, while that of the capitals of the pillars would 
seem to have Men fixed on. 

p. 37, 1. 16. 'an hand breadth thick,' vie., the metal. Read 
'And the lip thereof was wrought like the lip of a cup (in the 
form of) a lily blossom.' 

p. 37, 1. ig. 'bases,' movable stands for the lavers which are 
ji/'terirards described fv, j5 ff.). Though Ae devailivaw. 37-39 
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■hat follow sue fu from intelligible, the vessels 
consisted of n base or stand, on which rested lavers for the 
washings connected with the sacrifices (i Cbron. It. 6). The 
bases were of box-tike construction, icsting on fnur wheels, 
which were so snppotted as not to rise above the bottom of the 
base. The sides were ornamented with various iigutei, and the 
base had a crown oi capital, hollowed in the lop, in which the 
Uver rested. 

p. 37, 1. Zj. The description is clearer if for 'borders' in these 
■verses we read 'panels,' as in margin of R.V. The 'ledges' 
taay be the apright shafts at the comer of each base. 

p. 27, 1. xS, 'tHse' here is a different word from 'base' 
above. Read, with R.V., ' pedestal,' I'.t., support for the laver. 
For 'additions made of thin work' read, with R.V., 'wreaths 
of hanging work.' 

p. a?, L aS. For "plates' R.V. has 'axles,' The 'imder- 
tetters,' lil. ihaulders, would seem to be contrived for the axles 
to pass through. Perhaps the words mean : The four feet had 
shoulder-pieces attached to them. Under the laver these 
sbonldei-pieces were molten, with wreaths at the side of each. 

p. 2S, I. 3. The verse seems to imply that the baseculmlnated 
in a circular opening a cubit broad, which afain was surmounted 
by a capital, spreading out and likewise having an orifice, a 
cubit and a half wide, in which the laver would rest. For 
' base ' read ' pedestal ' I read also 'and their borders were foor 
square, not round.' ^ 

p. aS, 1. 7. Read ' and under the panels were the fooi 
wheels.' 

p. 30, 1. 18. ' Ethanim,' the old Hebrew name of the seventh 
month (meaning, probably, the month of ' perennial streams'), 
later known as Tishri. Sm note on vi. t. By the law of Levit. 
xiiii. 24, the Feast of Tabernacles, a celebration of which is 
recorded in this chapter, was held on the fifteenth day of the 
seventh month. Bat from vi. 37 we learn that the Temple was 
finished in the eighth month of the eleventh year. If, therelbie, 
the feast was observed at the legal lime, i.t KiMst. bava btea us. 
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th« succeeding year. Some suppose thai the dedication was put 
off till the completion oC the king's pulace (ii. i), a.hhough Ihe 
account is here given to finish the nairatire celatiDg to the 
Temple. 

p. 31,1. e. 'drew out the staves,' better, in R.V.. ■ the sUves 
were bo long. ' 

p. 31, t. 9. ' unto this day.' S/^ Introduction, p. 16. 

p. 31, 1. 9. In addition to ' tables of stone,' the LXX. has 
' tables of the covenant," which wouid suit the following clause. 
' which the Lord made.' 

p. 31, 1. 9. ' nothing in the aik.' It is said (in Exod. xvi. 34) 
that the pot of manna and (in Numb. ivii. 10) Aaron's rod were 
laid up 'before the testimony.' These may have been put 
within the aik (tieb. ix, 4) when it was carried from place to 
place, but placed somewhere ' before ihe testimony ' when the 
ark was at resL But we know nothing of what became of 

p. 31, 1. 19. These verses are by LXX. placed at the end of 

Solomon's dedicatory prayer, and ore said to be found in the

p. 40, 1. 10. Read, with R.V., 'and though this house be so 
high, yet — " 

p. 4b, 1. XI. 'twenty years'! stt vi. 38 and viL I. 

p. 4I1 I. 3> ' Cabal.' A town of this name is mentioaed in 
Joshna xix. 27, and there is a modern villaee called Kabfil, east 
of Acre. Hiram was displeased with the cities, and it is gener- 
ally assTuned thai he gave the name to indicate bis displeasure. 
But the derivations of the word, to sustain this view, such as 
' boundary lands,' or offscourings, or ' good Ibr nothing ' are very 
uncertain, Ii^slead of ' he called them,' the original may just as 
well be rendered ' they were called.' 

p. 41, L 7. ' Millo, always with the article, and always in 
connection with the walls of Jerusalem; e.g., xi. 27. Since 
Shechem had a ' house of Millo ' probably the citadel (Judges 
ii. 6, 20], and a * house of Millo ' is also mentioned in 2 Kings 
xii. 30, it may be concluded that it was some bind of castle 
connected with the defence of the city. Some place it on the 
north-east corner of the western hill {ite 3 Sam, v. 9), others on 
the eastern hill or over against the Tyropteon. 

p. 41, 1. 14. 'Tadmor.' The Hebrew text has Tomar and 
the R.V. follows. The qualification 'in the land' would ex- 
clude the more (amoas ' Tadmot in the wilderness,' or Palmyra. 
Tamai is mentioned (Eielc. xviL ig) as on ibe soutbem border 
of the land. The only other passage in which Tadmor is men- 
tioned is 1 Chron. viii. 4. 

p, 41, 1. 17. 'desired to build, 
iutiaevithed from State baildtngs. 
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p. 42, L S. The Hebrew text is coinipt ; R. V. rods ' bnining 
iQcense therewith, upon the altar that was before the hoiA.' 

p. 42, 1. 16. There is sljll disagreement as to the situatiDn of 
Ophir. Three different lociliiiea have Iheit advocates— <t) By 
many in modem times, the east coast of Africa, in Mashonoland. 
or farther south on the Red Sea ; (2) the south-east of Arabia ; 
(3) India or the fat East. Se^ x. 1 1, 2Z. 

p. 42, 1. 19. 'Queen of Sheba,' an ancient kingdom in the 
south-west of Arabia. Talmudic works enlarge upoa her visit 
lo Solomon ! and in the Koran and kindred Arabic literature, 
which gives her name as Bilkls, are febuloos stories of thtt 
interview. The Abyssinians make it out that Solomon rouried 
her, and claim the descent of theii ruling dynasty from the 

p. 43, 1. 3. 'sitting of his servants,' probably that aider tt 
table. 

p. 43, I. S. ' his ascent.' This rendering is in accordance 
with the Hebrew of the parallel pass^e in 2 Chron. ix. 4. But 
as printed here the Hebrew might be translated, as in margia of 
R.V., 'his burnt offerine which he offered.' 

p. 43. 1. 13. ' thy men," LXX. and other versions ' thy women.' 

p. 43, 1. 25. 'navy of Hiram,' mentioned in ix. 27, and 
manned by Hiram's seamen. 

p. 43, 1. 27. 'alraug trees.' Some suppose a species of pot 
or cedar, others sandal wood, or some harder wood, as ebony. 

p. 43, 1. 2S. 'pillars ' or ' railing,' perhaps balustrades. 

p 44, l> 10. £..V. has 'beside that which the cha.pmen (>.(.> 
itinerant merchants) brought, and the traffic of the merduntii 
and of all the kings of the mingled people.' 

p. 45, 1. 2. 'A navy of Tharshish.' "Tarshish is most probably 
Tarlessus in the south of Spain, with which the Tyrians hdtl 
commerce. But as the articles here mentioned were products of 
the distant East, it has been generally supposed that 'ship) of 
Tarshish ' was a descriptive phrase, like our ' East Indiaman.' 
The voyage seems lohave beeti't^Asi.me as, or similar to, thst 
.i/readj- mentioned ; and ftw aj&les OTatiiCTslsi.noi.-^ Wte beea 
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gathered at potis on the Red Sea oi on the coast of Arabia. 
The names of ' ivory, apes and peacocks ' are foreign. 

p. 45, L 33. 'linen yam' may also be lendered 'string' or 
'drOTc/and the R.V. U preferable: 'And the horses which 
Solomon had were hrought oat of Egypt, and the king's met' 
chsntB received Ihem in droves, each drove at a price,' i.e., Ihe 
mcTchanls bought the animals wholesale and retailed them at a 
profit. Among the Assyrians also Egyptian horses were highly 
esteemed. The text, however, is not unimpeachable. Tbe 
word translated 'drove' was apparently read by some of tbe 
versions as a. proper name ' from Koa ' and some adopt this and 
find the reference to Cilidi. In that case, instead of * Eeypt ' 
wc should read Must, a district in north Syria, which if ^und 
mentioned with Koa. It may be noted Uiat Ezek. xsviL 14, 
says that the country got horses from Togama, i.e., Asia Minor 
or Armenia. 

p, 45, 1- 23. ' Chariots,' viz., for warlike purposes, and sold to 
the Hittitc kings, whose chief cities were Catchemish and 
Kedeah, and to tbe Syrians or Aramaeans of Damascus. 

p. 46, 1. 15. Milcom, called Mulech in v. 7, and ustially in 
English Moloch. This gross worship, practised by neighbouring 
peoples, was introduced oj^in in a more national way by Ahae 
(2KiiigsivL 3)androotedout by Josiah(z Kings xxiii. 13). 

p 47, 1. 8. 'one tribe,' vii., Judah, with which, however, 
Benjamin was closely associated, the Temple being on common 
Croand. The o!d city of the Jebusites, taken by David, was in 
Benjamin. In w. 32 and 36 below LXX, has 'two tribes.' 

p. 47, L 12, The narrative does not make clear in what way 
HadaJl proved an adversary to Solomon, LXX. adds to v. 22 
that be returned and reigned in Edom. From the mention of 
Midian, however (in v. 18), which did not lie on the road from 
Edom 10 Egypt, and the fact that in v. 17 the name Adad or 
Adar appears in the Hebrew, some think that two accounts 
have got blended together in this passage; one referring to the 
revolt of Hadad, the other to the revolt of a Mldianlte pric 
Ader.

He would be nnfavouiable to Solomon, ths 
soa-in.law of a king of the dynasty he had ovecthiown, Su 
on iii. I. Hii date is given hy Egyptologists a~ ' ~ 
between 990 and 960 B.C. 

p. so, 1. 19. ' went to Shechem,' a [ilace of special a 
in the early history of Israel (Gen. xii.

p. 53,1. 12. 'remnant,'R.V.'resl,' viz.,oflhenativesortbe 
ten tribes who, according to v, IT, remained in the territory of 
Judah. 

P- 53- 1- 19- ' Mount Ephraim ' is the mountain range or hiU- 
country. ' Penuel,' east of the Jordan, and, like Shechem, 
hallowed by early associations. 

a. f4, 1, J, ' two calves.' Neither here nor in Exod. xxxii, 
[s there an inlention to abjure ftvc vioii^u^ oi ^cbovah.

p. 54, 1, 5, 'Bethcl.'tm the very borders of Jndah, and 'Dan' 
in the extreme north, both associated with worship in euly 
times. 

p. 54, I. 7, 'before the one.' Ii seems ss if some words had 
fallen oat of the text. One Codex of the LXX. sdds, ■ and before 
the other to Bethel.' 

p. 54, 1. 8. 'lowest of the people'; R.V. better, 'from 
among alt the people,' i.e., indiscriminately. 

f. 54, L 10. 'eighth month,' the proper month for the Feast 
Tabernacles) being the seventh. See note on chap. viii. 
3. The later month would be more convenient for the northera 
tribes, as the harvest was somewhat later than in the south. 

p. 54, 1. SI. 'man of God.' It is not the custom of the 
wntei to omit names of per-^ions ; and this chapter is plainly in 
a different style from the prevailing style of the book. Josephus 
gives this ' man of God ' the name JadoD. In 2 Chron. xiii. 33 
'the prophet Iddo' (called also Jedai or Jedo in 3 Chron. ii. 
29) is said to have written the ' story ' or Midraih of Abijah 
who was contemporary with Jeroboam, This chapter is very 
like a Midrash [see Introduction, p. 11), and it bos been con- 
jectured that Jadon of Josephus is some reminiscence of Iddo. 

p. 54, I. 37. 'Josiah by name.' The fulfilment of the pro- 
phecy is recorded in a Kings xxiii. 15, etc The only parallel 
IS the mention of the name of Cyrus in Isa. xliv. aS-xlv. I. 
Apart from those who take it as a matter of course that such 
a prophecy could only be made after the event, there are (l) 
tome who explain the bseition of Josiah's name as an edftorial 
interpolation, and (2] others who suppose that the story repeated

p. 60, I. 3. 'cut off from Jeroboam 'i the R.V., followinj 
the general opinion, renders the clause that follows ' evei7 roan 
child,' though it is by no means clear why such a peiiphiaai 
should be employed. Some have suggested that it means ' eves 
the dog.' The modem Oriental does not mention a dog without 
theprSaceofa phrase meaning 'byyour leave'or "bef^ngyour 
parcion,' although they have no squeamishneas about using the 
phrase of the text, 

p. 60, I. 4. 'shut up and left ' (so DeuL xxxii. 36); in R.V. 
'shutup and left at large.' It may thus mean ' bond and fre^' 
ot 'kept at home' (by infirmity or Ceremonial restraint}, 'and 
walking abroad.' The expressions denote extermination. 

p. 60, 1. 18. 'hut what? even now,' i.e.. Why do I say, that 
day ? Even now the thing is coming to pass, 

p, 60, 1, 22. 'groves'; B.V., regularly jisherim, ptobftbly 
wooden images or symbols of the goddess Asherah, associated 
with the Baal worship (Enod. iixiv. 13 ; Judges iii. 7). 

p. 60, 1. 27, 'Tiriah,' mentioned in Josh. xii. 24. Famed 
for its beauty. Cant. vi. 4. 

p. 61, 1. J. 'how he warred.' Sie v, 3C1, xv. 6. 7 j 3 Cbron. 



p. 6i, 1. 20. 'images,' more correctly in R.V. 'pillars,' or 

p. 62,1. 18. Observe the absence of precision in Ihe numbers. 
Abijam comes to the throne in the eighteenth year of Jero- 
boam, and reigns three years ; but Asa is said (below m v. 
9) to have sncceeded him in the twentieth year . of 
Jeroboam. 

p. 62, L 10. ' his mother's name was Maacbab.' In z Chron.

p. 64, 1. 3. 'Ramah,' modem El-Ram, only two hours distant 
from Jerusalem. 

p. 64, 1. lo. 'Ben-hadad, son ofTabiimmon, son of Hezion.' 
This is the first Benbadid of the three mentioned in Ibis boolc. 
Some identify Hezion with Rezon, mentioned before in xi. 33 
wbeie LXX. gives (be name Esron. Others would correct the 
name into Haiael.

p. 69, I. t. Samaria appears here for the first lime in htstory,

Isa. xxviit. [): modern Sebustiyeh. 

p. 69, I. 34. Ethbaal's reign is given on the authority of 
Menander's list of kings as B.C. SS7-Sj6. It would appear, 
alihough the worship of the Syrian Baal assumed such propor- 
tions, that Ahab had prophets of Jehovah about bim {set xnii. 6, 
2z). His children also were named after Jehovah, Elijah's 
complaint was that Che people halted between two opinions

p. 7a 1. 3. This is a curious notice to cone Ih here. Jericho 
did not belong lo the Northern Kingdom ; nor could it have been 
in ruins since the lime of Joshua, for under David it is mentioned 
agaa/n/iabited place {2Saai.ji. j).

The style is fresh, fluent, 
vigorous, an example of some of the best prose of the O.T. We 
muat suppose this narrativeof Elijah's work, with kindred stories 
of (he prophets, to have been adopted by the author of our book 
from an oid source or sources (for they vary in character). The 
abruptness of the commencement of the narrative here, though 
in keeping with the movements of EHjs,h, is no douht explained 
by the &ct that the author is making an extract from snch a work. 

rja, I. 8. ' Tishbite ... of the inhabitants ' [R. V., sojourners] 
Gtiead,' would mean that though a native of Thisbe in 
Naplhali, be sojourned in Gilead. But LXX. reads simply 
'of Tbisbe in Gilead,' thus distinguishing bis native place from 
Tbisbe ofNaphiali. Menander, according to Josephus, records 
a drought of a year's duration in the reign of Ichobalos or 
EthbaaL 

p. JO, I. 14. ' the brook Cheritb,' ravine or torrent bed, the 
modem UTody. The site has not been iixed: it is usually 
identified with Wady-el-Kelt, on the west of ihe Jordan. But 
tbe expieEsion ' before Jordan ' usually means ' east of,' and the 
prophet was commanded to Cum eastwards. 

p. 70, L 36. 'Zaiephath' ; there is a modem Sarafend, inhnd I 
between Tyre and Sidon. . ] 

p. 71,1.6. 'aloft*; R.V., 'the chamber,' as in v. 33. 

p. 7Z, I. )?■ There b a Jewish tradition that the boy tkos 
restored was afterwards the attendant on Elijah {set xix. 3) and 
Iwcame the prophet Jonah. 

p. 73, L 2. 'prophets.' Stex\x.io,n. There were companies 
of them in Samuel's time [t Sam. x. 5), and by this time they 
were still more numeroas. Ste 2 Kings ii. 

u. T1. 1. IQ. ' no nation or kingdom,' an example of hyper- 
n. vii, 19; Deut. ii. 1$. 
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p. 74, 1. 16, ' gsthei to me aH Israel unto mount Carmel," 
n central gathering-pUce. The mormtain, which ends in a bold 
piomontoTy tovfai ds (he sea, tuds inward and ends in conspicuoul 
loftj peaks oveiloakiiig Esdraelon. It would be within sight of 
, the greater number of the northern tribes. Tlie scene of the 
Etcn5ce, which was long unknown, has been identified as near 
the inland snminit of the range, with the name A/-AfuAraiaA, 
'the bamt-offering,' still attaching to it. There is a wide upland 
amphitheatre, capable of accommodating a great throng ofspec- 
tators, a spring of perennial water is at hand, and a short distance 
higher up there is one spot whence one can took oat and sec the 
Medileiranean.

4. 'kissed him,' a form of worship referred to in 
Hosea xiii. a, and found in other religions. Cfi. the kissing of 
the black stone of the Kaaba at Mecca. 

p. 80, 1. 5. It is to be observed that there is no account, in the 
book, of Elijah fulhlliag [be charge r^arding Jehu and Hazael. 
ft IKU Jeft to Elisha to announce lo Ilaiael his elevation, and a

p. So, 1. iS. This chapter evidently goes with chap. xxiL, snd 
ID the LXX. chap. ui. is placed after chap. lii., without the 
introdDCIary clause, 'and it came to pass after Ihese thicks.' 
The reason for the arrangement in the text before as may be to 
allow ihe story of Ahab's death <chap. xxii.) to follow im- 
mediately the denunciation of it (chap. xxi.). It maybe that, 
chronologically considereil, the chapters are in their proper 
order, though, being excerpts, they da not present so good a 
literary whole. It is to be noted that in Ihe chapters referring 
to Ahab (chaps, xx. and xxii.) it is not Elijah but Micah that is 
Ibc central prophelic figure ; nor is Ahab held up in the same 
opprobrioos light as in the Elijah stories.

3- 'streelsin Damascos,' i.e., bazaais, nmountil^ to 
the privilege of trading. To the pitsent day different tradesaie 
located In different quarters or bauara of an Eastern town, and 
the traders ar« often of different nationalities. 

p. S6, U. 1-9. Cfi. the story in chap. xiii. ; probably an extract 
from a similar source. 

p. 86, I. I. 'ashes from his face' ; R.V., 'his head band OTcr 
his eyes ' (a change of points). 

p. 86, I. to. Set note at the commmcement of last chapter. 

fi. 86, I. It. Jezreel, modem Zer'in, or an offshoot of the 
boa range, on the watershed between east (towards Beth- 
shan) and west (towards Megiddo). 

p. 86, 1. 19. 'inherilaaceofmy fethets.' Jm LeriL xxv. 33 ; 
Numb. nxvi. 7. 

p. 87, 1. 10. 'letters,' a letter. 

p. S7, I. 14. 'a fast,' because a great sin had been com- 
mitted. 

p, 87, t. 15. ' Sons of Belial' ; the word is not a proper came 
in the O.T. It simply means _' worthlessness,' and the phrase 
'good for nothing' or 'unprincipled' men.

p. 92, 1. 4. 'A spirit,* A'l. '(^ Spirit,' viz., of prophecy. So 
the spirit comes on Samson (Judges xiv, 6), on Saul (l Sam. x. 
10), and carries away Elijah (I Kings xviiL 12). For eianiplet 
af men being incited (o evil by God Himself, la Judges ix. 3i, 
Abimelech and the men of Shechem ; 1 Sam. xxvL ig, Darid 
and Saul ; and I Kings xiL 1 5, Rehoboam.

p. 102, 1. 7. The story of the relations of Israel and Moab is 
here resumed (iM t. l).

The scheme did not succeed in the priests' 
hands, though the reason is not made evident. There was 
gome purpose in making the statement of v. 15. Throughout 
the narrative the priests appear as the humble servants of the 
king. The predominance of Athaliah and her encouragement 
of^e Baal worship would tend to degrade the Temple and all 
connected with it. 

p, 137, 1. 14. 'trespass money and sin money' are nowhere 
else mentioned. As for the oRertngs, i»Lev. r. 1-13. These 
belonged to the priests (Lev. xiv. 13). 

p. 138, 1. 23. 'the Lord cave Israel a saviour.* The style 
here recalls that of the Book of Judges. Who the 'saviour' 
was- is uncertain.

p. 144, 1. 9. 'sea of the plain,' or of the Arabah, viz., the 
Dead Sea. 

p. 144, II. S-iJ. Thus briefly is described one of the most 
prosperous reigns of Israel. The extent of territory regained >■ 
immense. The monuments explain bow this was possible: 
Sholmaneser III. and Assurdan III. completely crippled the 
power of Damascus, so that Jeroboam was able to undo the work 
of Haiael. 

p. 144. 1. 11. 'Jonah the son of Amiitui,' whose name stands 
in the title of the Book of Jonah.

p. 149,1.2s. 'toSyria,' and 'Syrians.' For the latter the 
margin of the Hebrew has Edom, and it is probable that lidom 
should be read in both occurrences. 

p. 150, L 3. Ahaz begs the help of the Assyrians ^piinsl the 
allies. This espiains the invasion of Israel's territory and the 
subjugation of Israel mentioned in chap. xv. 29. Set note 
there. 

p. ijOt 1. 14. Up to V. 9 we seem to have an e!(lract from 
the annals of the kingdom ; but from v. 10, where AVu^ Ahai is 
mentioned and his doings about the Temple, we may have 
extracts from the Temple history. 

p. tjo, 1. 27. Having erected his awn altar in front of the 
original altar he afterwards moved the latter forward and placed 
it to the north side of his own (in a secondary place).

'refuse to listen to' than 'resist.' 

p. 159,1. 15. This mode of speech also is intelligible in the 
month of Ihe Assyrian. He assumed that their national god 
h^ withdrawn his help from Israel. It is at this point tTiat 
Eliakim interposes the request that Rabshakeh should not speak 
in Hebrew and shock the susceptibilities of the Jews. 

p. 159, I- ZI> 'Syrian language'; Aiamzean, the langu^e 
of the people to the north and east of Palestine, became also the 
language of the Jews after the Exile. 'The Jews' language' or 
Hebrew of Jerusalem, It is curious that we have no mention 
of how this language was named up to this lime, if we except 
the expression 'tongue of Canaan' used in one passage of Isa.

p. 166, 1. 26. ' middle court ' ; R.V. * middle part of the city." 

p. 167, 1. 24. Merodach-Bahidan had made hunself master of 
Babylon about the time of Savon's accession (B.C. 723). lo B.C. 
710 he was driven out bySargon; and in B.C. 702 he again, though 
only for nine months, held Bibylon gainst Sennacherib. If, as 
is likely, it was during his first occupancy that he visited Jeiu- 
salem, then Hezekiah's sickness was before Sennacherib's 

p. 168, 1. aS. Read 'made the pool and the condoit, and 
brought the water into the city.' The matter is more precisely 
described in 2 Chron. xxxii. 30: 'Stopped the upper watn- 
course of Gihon, and brought it straight down ' (better, 'led the 
water underneath ') 'to the west side' (or ' in a westerly direction ') 
of the Cily of David, In other words, the upper or surface 
water-course was stopped up to keep the supply from the 
enemy, and an underground course or tunnel was constracted. 
This IS the canal or tunnel, between the fountain of the Virgin 
and the pool of Siloani, In which was discovered, in 18S0, the 
famous Siloam inscription. 

p. 169, 1. 5. The longest reign recorded of any of the kings, 
and not a single good word lo say for it. (But sei 2 CluQD. 
xxxiii. II-17}. Manasseh and the later kings, after Josiah, seem

p, 176, 1. II. 'hones . . ■ given to the son' for processioni 
at sun festivals. ~ 

p. 176, I. 14. 'suburbs,' better ' porticoes,' or as B 
cincts." The singular of the word 'I'arbar' isusedin 
xxvi. 18. 

p. 177, L 12. 'title' ! R.V., 'monQment.' 

p. 17S, I. 3Q. Nechoh II., son of Fsammeticus, reigned as 
second king of the Twenty-sixth Dynasty from B.C. 609 to 594. 
The Assyrian powei having been much reduced by a comhina- 
tion of Babylon with Cyaxares the Mede, Necho saw the oppor- 
tunity to wrest Syria from their grasp. Josiah, as a vassal of 
Assyria, or for his own political ends, opposed the Egyptians, 
and fell in the encounter. 

p. 179,1.3. 'Whenhehadseenhim'may mean 'at the first 
encounter.' But the reading seems corrupt, and it may be 
'when he eng^ed him in battle.' 

p. 179, 1. 7. Jehoahaz was the younger Son and Eliakim the 
emer. The ' people ' may have chosen the one that favoured 
the father's policy. 

p. 179, I. 15. Riblah was on the Orontes, and the Egyptian 
king no donbt ordered him to come. 

p. 179, 1. 34. 'taxed the land,' raised Ihe money from the 
agriculturists. 

p. tSo, 1. 7, Nebuchadneizar's reign extends from B.C. 605 
to 561. His campaign against Egypt was undertaken shortly 
before the death of his father Nabopolassar, vii., B.C. 606 or 6Q5. 
Me defeated the Egyptians at Carchemish (Jer. xlvi. z), and so 
became master of Western Asia, and arbiter of the destiny of 
Palestine. 

p. 182,1. 17. According to the data here furnished the capture 
of Jeiosalem must have taken place in July of the year 5S6 B.C., 
Ihr/ourfjj month of theeleventhycatotZedekrah-, aiiAOielie^- 
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ning of the siege must be placed in Januaty 5S7 B.C., the lentK 
month of the ninth yeiT of Zedekiah. So that the siege lasted 
one day less than a year and a half.
